Film piojects seek local talent and backing to represent real-life drama of HIU/flIDS

T wo HIV/AIDS support organiza¬ 
tions are searching for people inter¬ 
ested in assisting in chronicling the 
epidemic. Bay Positives is a local or¬ 
ganization that provides counseling to 
young people age 26 and under and is 
working in conjunction with San Fran¬ 
cisco artist Joe Wilson to produce the 
full-length HIV/AIDS film Hard Candy. 
Similarly, the Estate Project for Artists 
with AIDS, based in Los Angeles and 
Manhattan, is conducting a nationwide 
search for AIDS activists who possess 
video tape or film footage on the subject 
of HIV/AIDS. The material will be as¬ 
sembled and compiled in the film 
archives of the New York Public Library. 

Wilson, born and raised in San Fran¬ 
cisco, found out he was HIV-positive 10 
years ago. His background in art and de¬ 
sign led him to write the Hard Candy 
screenplay, which is based on his status 
and the trials and tribulations he has 
faced as an infected gay man. 

“I wrote down my experiences to 
help me deal with my depression about 
my status,” said Wilson. “The writing of 
the screenplay served as a means of ther¬ 
apy for me.” Wilson eventually shared 
his work with members of Bay Positives, 
which brought new direction and vision 
to his writing. 

This association culminated in the 
shared idea for production of a full- 
length feature film. The film will include 
a soundtrack that will be commercially 
available, which Wilson and members of 
Bay Positives hope will reach interna¬ 
tional distribution. Bay Positives is lead¬ 
ing in the search for further financial 
backing for the film and is assisting in 
scouting for young people who are HIV¬ 
positive who would like to be involved 
in making the film. 

All areas of talent are being sought 
including an executive producer, actors, 
production assistants, stage profession¬ 
als as well as a distributor for the sound¬ 
track. Anyone interested is encouraged 
to call Bay Positives at (415) 487-1616, 
or the Hard Candy hotline at (415) 487- 
7633. 

The Estate Project for Artists with 
AIDS began gathering AIDS activist 
video tape and film footage last year, and 
is actively looking for both finished tapes 
and raw footage that show the full range 
of activist response in all communities 
affected by the AIDS crisis. The Estate 
Project will combine the works in a film 
archive that will be housed at the New 
York Public Library, and will be available 
at the San Francisco Main Library 
through cooperative loan programs. 

“The project is the first and only na¬ 
tional effort to address the cultural im¬ 
pact of AIDS,” said John Melick, the or¬ 
ganization’s managing director. 
“Through national archival programs, 
we [the Estate Project] ensure that cura¬ 
tors, historians, and the public will have 
continued access to the cultural records 
created during the AIDS crisis.”

Preservationists fight 
to save the Daphne

T he plan to raze San Francisco’s Daphne 
Funeral Home to make way for affordable 
housing has pitted preservationists and 
neighborhood activists against a non¬ 
profit entity. City residents interested in saving 
the 1950s-era building designed by A. Quincy 
Jones are moving ahead with plans to nomi¬ 
nate the structure to the state Office of Historic 
Preservation, an action that would remove the 
option of demolition. 

The Bridge Housing Corporation purchased 
the one-acre site at One Church Street, at Her¬ 
mann Street, last year for around $6 million. 
Most of the property is vacant, and that’s where 
most of the one-, two-, and three-bedroom 
rentals would be built. Construction is slated to 


begin at the end of the year, said Ruthy Talansky, 
Bridge’s project manager for the development, 
and would be completed 16 months later. 

Talansky said $21 million has been secured 
from a variety of funding sources to make way 
for 93 multi-family units of affordable hous¬ 
ing, plus an underground parking garage. A 
dozen of the units would be designated for 
people living with HIV/AIDS. Funding in¬ 
cludes federal HOME money and Housing 
Opportunities for People With AIDS 
(HOPWA) funds. 

Activists say they don’t oppose Bridge’s goal 
of building affordable housing, but they do ob¬ 
ject to demolishing the Daphne when it could 
be converted to another use compatible with 
the housing units. 

“I’ve never had a problem with Bridge,” said 
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The Daphne Funeral Home at One Church Street: Too young to be historic?

Alameda to host 
anti-violence forum

T he Alamedans Together 
Against Hate (ATAH) work¬ 
ing group of the city’s Social 
Service Human Relations Board 
will host a free public forum enti¬ 
tled “Insights into Intolerance: 
Creating a Community of Civili¬ 
ty,” on Thursday, February 25 in 
the East Bay city. Interested com¬ 
munity members are welcome to 
attend, said Lois Workman, co¬ 
chair of the working group. 

The forum will include pre¬ 
sentations by distinguished speak¬ 
ers on hate crimes and bias-moti¬ 
vated violence both nationally 
and in Alameda. Presenters, in¬ 
cluding Dr. Pedro Noguera, of the 
University of California, Berkeley; 
Dr. Edward Dunbar of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Los Angeles; 
and representatives of the Oak¬ 
land Men’s Project and Todos In¬ 
stitute, will provide an overview 
of the psychology of bias-moti¬ 
vated violence, incidents among 


youth and in schools, and male 
socialization and gender violence. 

Following the presentations, 
community members will initiate 
a panel discussion with local, 
state, and federal leaders by dis¬ 
cussing specific issues relating to 
Alameda. The panel will be mod¬ 
erated by Elihu Harris, Oakland’s 
former mayor and a former as¬ 
semblyman who’s in a runoff for 
his old state job in a special elec¬ 
tion next month. Confirmed pan¬ 
elists include state Senator Don 
Perata; Alameda Mayor Ralph 
Appezzato; City Manager Jim 
Flint; Alameda County Supervi¬ 
sor Wilma Chan; Alameda Police 
Chief Burny Matthews; city 
schools superintendent Dennis 
Chaconas; George Herring, presi¬ 
dent of the College of Alameda; 
housing expert Mona Breed, and 
representatives from the U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department, the state Fair 
Employment and Housing Com¬ 
mission, and Congresswoman 
Barbara l^e’s office. 

Workman said the purposes of 


the forum are to inform the com¬ 
munity and key decision makers 
about the causes and consequences 
of hate crimes, consider approach¬ 
es for preventing bias-motivated 
acts of violence, and to provide 
outreach to victims of hate vio¬ 
lence in Alameda and the sur¬ 
rounding communities. Successful 
forums dealing with hate violence 
have been conducted across the 
state under the guidance of the 
California Association of Human 
Relations Organizations.

The controversial perimeter fence 
project around the outfield of Rikki 
Streicher Field at EVRC will be dis¬ 
cussed at a community meeting 
Thursday, February 25.

Gay teen hospitalized 
after second assault

N early five months after suf¬ 
fering an alleged gay bashing 
attack in a supermarket 
parking lot, an openly gay Novato 
youth collapsed in a high school 
classroom last Friday, an apparent 
victim of a second attack. There is 
little first-hand information about 
this recent incident, which culmi¬ 
nated in Novato firefighters rush¬ 
ing 17-year-old Adam Colton to 
Novato General Hospital at 11:30 
a.m. February 12. At the hospital 
he was treated for minor injuries 
and released some four hours later. 

Colton, who has been a highly 
visible gay activist on his subur¬ 
ban high school campus, first 
came to media attention when he 
was allegedly assaulted by three 
male youths last September. 

Of this recent incident, Novato 
Police Department spokesperson 
Sergeant Jim Berg said only that a 
bloodied Colton walked into a 
classroom at San Marin High 
School, where he passed out. A re¬ 
port in a daily newspaper, quoting 
from an interview with Colton 
and his parents, described his in¬ 
juries as cuts and bruises on his 
face, chest, abdomen and back. He 
also reportedly had the word “fag” 
written on his stomach and fore¬ 
arm with a pen. The Colton fam¬ 
ily did not return the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter’s calls, and Berg said he 
could not confirm anything but 
cuts and bruises on Colton’s face. 

According to police and school 
officials, Colton does not remem¬ 
ber how, when, or where this re¬ 
cent alleged assault took place, 
nor has he been able to describe 
his assailants. 

He may not have been on 
campus when the injuries oc¬ 
curred, because he currently at¬ 
tending school only part-time and 
spending the rest of the day doing 
independent study through the 
county’s Nova program. 

Berg said Novato police detec¬ 
tives worked far into the night of 
the assault searching for witness¬ 
es, but came up empty-handed. 
The police department, through 
its confidential witness program, 
has added an additional $5,000 to 
the $2,000 reward it had offered 
for information since the Septem¬ 
ber assault. 

The earlier attack, which police 
labeled a hate crime, happened in 
the parking lot of Lucky’s super¬ 


market in Novato as Colton was 
leaving the store and heading for 
his car. Sergeant Jim Laveroni of 
the Novato Police Department 
said three young men came up to 
Colton, made “disparaging re¬ 
marks,” and then punched him 
until he fell to the pavement. 
While the men were described as 
high school age, it is not known if 
they are students at San Marin. 

Also, Colton’s car was vandal¬ 
ized at least once, and possibly 
several times during that time. At 
press time Berg was not able to 
confirm how many vandalism in¬ 
cidents Colton reported. 

Despite offering a reward for 
information, police have been un¬ 
able to find leads in any of these 
incidents. 

Classmates’ reactions 

At San Marin High School, an 
attractive older campus in a mid¬ 
dle class neighborhood, response 
to the alleged attacks on Colton 
varied. Some students said the 
school, which they described as a 
“white school,” does little to alle¬ 
viate the bigotry that exists 
among students. Others said inci¬ 
dents like these could happen 
anywhere. 

One boy said Colton brought 
the incidents on himself by being so 
open about his sexual orientation. 

“I think he should just keep it 
to himself,” the boy said. “There 
are other gay people here who 
don’t wear the makeup.” 

The same boy also suggested 
that Colton may have not been a 
victim this time around. “I think 
he might have been on a road 
rage,” he said. “I think this time he 
may have started it.” Others dis¬ 
agreed with that view. 

“I think its a really dumb thing 
that happened,” said a girl who is 
one of Colton’s drama classmates. 
“I think the people who did it are 
ignorant and stupid.” 

Other girls in her group de¬ 
fended Colton for being openly 
gay on campus. “Just because he’s 
open about his sexuality it doesn’t 
mean he deserves this,” one said. 

Although he only began at¬ 
tending San Marin this year, 
Colton has spoken at a Novato 
Unified School District teacher 
training and helped to organized 
a Gay/Straight Alliance on cam¬ 
pus. He was also described as “a 
unique person, a student who 
stands out in a crowd,” by an advi¬ 
sor for the Gay/Straight Alliance, 


Vice Principal Candace Curtis. 

Curtis suggested that, while the 
school reacted to the first alleged 
attack with a full day of workshops 
and a rally at a local park, it may 
have not been enough. 

“After the September attack we 
went into all the classes, but we 
didn’t get to spend a lot of time 
there,” she said. “We encouraged 
them to come forward with infor¬ 
mation, and we tried to answer 
their questions. 

Curtis also said the school of¬ 
fered to allow Colton to park in 
front of the office where his car 
would be visible to staff, and to es¬ 
cort him from the parking lot to 
the campus and back again. But 
he refused. 

Meanwhile, as they try to sort 
through the events of the past five 
months, Colton’s friends on cam¬ 
pus, both students and adults, are 
feeling “devastated,” Curtis said. 

And, she believes, the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual and questioning 
kids are taking it worst of all. 

“They are probably feeling a 
little fearful, themselves,” Curtis 
said. “This is making it harder for 
them to come out of the closet.” ▼

I will hold a dog and cat 
tl adoption day this Sunday, 
February 21 by Spike’s Coffee and 
Teas in the Castro, where people 
can meet the dog, puppy, cat, or 
kitten of their dreams. 

Meeting an animal at a mo¬ 
bile adoption site is a good way 
to see the animal’s true person¬ 
ality, according to animal lover 
Pali Boucher, one of the organiz¬ 
ers of the pet adoption day. “The 
animals that I have met through 
Hop-A-Long rescue have all 
been extraordinary,” she said. 


“The special bond that I have 
seen develop between Hop-A- 
Long dogs and their adopted 
parents is very special and al¬ 
most magical. 

“In my case, the dog I adopted, 
Muddy Waters, was truly a mira¬ 
cle in my life. I was amazed that I 
met him through a rescue. But 
now I see that this type of love 
and bond happens always with 
Hop-A-Long rescue dogs and 
their new parents.” 

She explained the rescue is 
dedicated to finding good homes 
for animals that would otherwise 
die in overcrowded shelters. Ani¬ 
mals are spayed or neutered and 
given all vaccinations before going 


to foster homes. There is an adop¬ 
tion fee that goes towards saving 
another animal. 

Loving volunteers who staff 
the rescue organization also pro¬ 
vide foster homes where the ani¬ 
mals stay until they are adopted. 

Boucher said she is also a foster 
parent, and that the rescue group 
is always looking for new foster 
parents for cats, kittens, puppies, 
and dogs. Donations are also wel¬ 
come. ▼

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AIDS groups to drug 
czar: Keep off the 
grass. It’s medical.

P hysicians should be allowed 
to prescribe marijuana as an 
emergency measure to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS without 
further research, says a letter sent 
from the heads of 17 AIDS orga¬ 
nizations to General Barry Mc¬ 
Caffrey, director of the Office for 
National Drug Control Policy. 
The February 17 letter marks the 
first time that AIDS groups have 
come together to call for immedi¬ 
ate legal access to marijuana. 

Citing a fast-track system that 
has allowed doctors to prescribe 
protease inhibitors and other 
AIDS medications before the 
completion of clinical trials, the 
letter calls on McCaffrey to give 
immediate approval to marijuana, 
which the signers say is another 
life-saving drug. 

Local leaders who signed the let¬ 
ter included Regina Aragon, public 
policy director at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation; Donna Rae 
Palmer, executive director of Mobi¬ 
lization Against AIDS; Mary Mar¬ 
garet Bush, executive director of the 
Center for AIDS Services in Oakland; 
and Ron Rowell, executive director of 
the National Native American AIDS 
Prevention Center in Oakland. 

“(W)e urge you to help break 
the bureaucratic logjam that is 
keeping a potentially life-saving 
medicine, marijuana, virtually in¬ 
accessible to thousands of people 
living with AIDS,” the letter stated. 
Signers of the letter represent or¬ 
ganizations across the country, in¬ 
cluding the AIDS Action Council, 


the Latino Commission on AIDS, 
and AIDS Project Los Angeles. 

Copies of the letter were also 
sent to Donna Shalala, secretary 
of Health and Human Services; 
the director of the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration; the Office 
of National AIDS Policy; and con¬ 
gressional leaders in both the 
House and Senate. 

The AIDS organizations are 
urging McCaffrey to make good on 
an October 1997 statement to Con¬ 
gress. At the time, McCaffrey said, 
“If sound medical research demon¬ 
strates that there are medical uses 
for smoked marijuana, there are 
appropriate and responsive proce¬ 
dures for rescheduling this mind- 
influencing drug through the time- 
tested process. The FDA has already 
demonstrated flexibility in acceler¬ 
ating procedures for allowing the 
use of emerging AIDS-related 
drugs without jeopardizing science 
or the public health.” 

Thousands of Americans with 
HIV/AIDS use marijuana to re¬ 
lieve the nausea caused by multi¬ 
ple-drug therapies, and to combat 
the wasting syndrome associated 
with the late, often fatal stages of 
AIDS by stimulating appetite. 
But, with marijuana classed as a 
highly-controlled Schedule I sub¬ 
stance under federal law, most pa¬ 
tients use the medicine illegally, 
risking prosecution and exposure 
to contaminated products. 

Recent studies and editorials in 
prestigious scientific journals 
Lancet, New Scientist, New Eng¬ 
land Journal of Medicine, and the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association have concluded that 


marijuana’s medical benefits out¬ 
weigh its risks. Convinced by ex¬ 
isting research, Britain and Israel 
recently sanctioned the compas¬ 
sionate use of marijuana on a pro¬ 
visional basis, and six U.S. states - 
including California - and the 
District of Columbia have passed 
ballot initiatives to legalize med¬ 
ical marijuana. Those initiatives 
have thrown state policies into 
conflict with federal law. 

In 1996, McCaffrey commis¬ 
sioned the Institute of Medicine at 
the National Academy of Sciences 
to conduct a full review of the sci¬ 
ence surrounding medical mari¬ 
juana. That study is expected to be 
released next month, and may 
lead to calls for new research into 
medical marijuana. Just one clin¬ 
ical trial has been approved by the 
federal government since 1985. 

Those who signed the letter 
pointed out that terminally ill pa¬ 
tients cannot afford to wait for 
years of research to prove some¬ 
thing they already know; medical 
marijuana works. 

“Science and compassion 
should dictate our nation’s policy 
regarding medical marijuana,” the 
letter stated. “However, politics has 
stood in the way of the approval of 
marijuana as a legal medication, 
and the full development of a sci¬ 
ence base leading to FDA approval 
could still be years away. 

“Under these circumstances, 
making marijuana immediately 
available on a quasi-experimental 
basis to people living with AIDS 
... is a moderate step that can add 
to the federal government’s re¬ 
sponsiveness to the epidemic.” ▼ 


American Bar Association opposes 
ban on same-sex couples adopting

T he American Bar Association 
(ABA) addpted a resolution 
opposing attempts to ban 
adoptions based on the sexual ori¬ 
entation of the adopting couple. 
The ABA’s board of delegates adopt¬ 
ed the resolution by a vote of 301 to 
104 at its mid-year meeting in Los 
Angeles on Monday, February 8. 

“This is a really great thing,” 
resolution advocate Jeffrey G. 
Gibson of San Francisco told the 
Bay Area Reporter. Gibson chairs 
the Committee on the Rights of 
Lesbians and Gay Men of the 
ABA’s section of Individual Rights 
and Responsibilities. 

Gibson said that the resolution 
is required because of recent at¬ 


tempts to pass state legislation to 
ban all adoptions by gay and les¬ 
bian couples. While only Florida 
and New Hampshire presently 
have such bans, legislation is cur¬ 
rently pending in Utah, Indiana, 
Arkansas, and Texas. 

“There is a political war going 
on over children,” Gibson said. 
“The political right has taken this 
battle to the state legislatures. The 
largest legal body in the U.S. has 
now stated that they believe this is 
a bad decision.” 

The standard test for deter¬ 
mining adoption or custody has 
been whatever is in “the best in¬ 
terest of the child.” These statutes 
would declare that living in a 
household with a same-sex couple 
is never in the best interest of the 
child, as a matter of law. 


“The ABA saw how ludicrous 
those policies would be,” Gibson 
said. 

Gibson said that such adop¬ 
tions are often in the best interests 
of the child. For example, there 
are significant legal benefits to the 
child from a legal adoption in the 
case of second-parent adoptions, 
those adoptions where the non- 
biological parent in a same-sex 
couple adopts the child of the 
other partner. Banning such 
adoptions would be often be di¬ 
rectly contrary to the best inter¬ 
ests of the child, which Gibson 
calls “completely illogical.” 

The resolution is consistent 
with the traditional process of al¬ 
lowing what is in the best interest 
of the child to be determined by 
courts in individual cases. T

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Save the war babies 


T here was a time when America fought 
an immoral and unwinnable war that 
made many of the country’s leaders 
and citizens lose their minds. (Wars do 
that.) The conflict was called the Vietnam 
War, and it was so ridiculous it would have 
been laughable except that it ran up an ob¬ 
scene body count. As thousands of men, 
women, and children lost their lives, others 
(mostly those with no potential for any real 
life-or-death involvement) could be heard 
making asinine statements like “We had to 
destroy that village to save it,” and “We’re 
fighting this war for peace.” 

Very belatedly, after the war ended, a 
proclamation was heard throughout the 
land: There will be no more Vietnams. So 
said the Democrats; so said the Republi¬ 
cans. It must be so. 

They lied. 

There were plenty of later conflicts that 
claimed soldiers’ lives (Reagan wished the 
Grenadans a happy Thanksgiving with an 
invasion; Bush brought Holiday Greetings 
to Panama with house-to-house hand-to- 
hand combat), but they were relatively small 
and short-lived, so Americans still believed 
the lie that there would be no more Viet¬ 
nams. 

While they were busy watching the ar¬ 
mories, however, they forgot to keep an eye 
on the churches. And that’s where the new 
war has broken out. 

Consider the similarities between the 
Vietnam war and this conflict, which 
Patrick Buchanan correctly called a “culture 
war”: it, too, is immoral and unwinnable 
and would be ridiculous except for the ob¬ 
scene body count. Culture war bodies are 
largely invisible, but are there for the dis¬ 
covery; one reason they’re harder to spot 
may be that they’re not as telegenic as bat¬ 
tlefield casualties, and TV audiences aren’t 
as eager to see stories about the deaths of 


eight HIV-infected people who all could 
have been saved by one clean needle, or the 
lonely suicides of gay teens, or the grieving 
partners of gay bashing victims. 

This culture war has also caused 
leaders and others to make asi¬ 
nine statements about homosex¬ 
ual lifestyles and agendas; they 
say they hate in the name of 
Christ and have to destroy children 
to save them. 

Examples of that abound, from “ex¬ 
gay ministries” that charge 
$200 per hour to tell fright¬ 
ened insecure gays that their 
urgings are sick and damnato¬ 
ry, to the beatings of gay adolescents (like 
Adam Colton of Novato [see story, page 3] 
to Brandon Teena [see story, page 37]). But 


when the courts do it, it’s especially bad. 
That’s the situation in Mississippi, when the 
state Supreme Court ruled against a gay 
man seeking custody of his son. On a 6 to 3 
vote, the judges sent the 15-year-old to 
live with an - as a dissenting judge 
put it - “unemployed stepfather, con¬ 
victed felon, drinker, drug-taker, 
adulterer, wife-beater, and child- 
threatener.” The judge also observed 
the gay father “has a good job, a stable 
^ home, and does all within his power 
to care for his son.” 

In this culture war, all good 
characteristics can be disre¬ 
garded just because of sexual 
orientation (or other irrelevant characteris¬ 
tic). That is lunacy. It is time to end the war. 

All we are saying is give peace a chance. ▼

in lack health insurance. 
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Can lipodystrophy be treated?

A lthough PWAs are living longer, they 
are also being exposed to more ex¬ 
tended periods of antiviral therapy. 
One of the more disturbing side effects cur¬ 
rently being observed from this treatment 
is the occurrence of peripheral lipodystro¬ 
phy (i.e. crix belly, protease paunch, etc.). 

While the debate continues to rage as to 
what exactly causes lipodystrophy, the re¬ 
cent sixth Conference on Retroviruses and 
Opportunistic Infections in Chicago offered 
preliminary information on possible short 
term solutions. For patients currently suf¬ 
fering from the disfiguring body changes 
caused by this condition, including in¬ 
creased abdominal girth, buffalo humps, 
enlargement of the breasts, and facial wast¬ 
ing, there are now several new interventions 
that can be safely tried. 

1) Switch from a protease 
inhibitor to an NNRTI 

NNRTI’s (non-nucleoside reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitors including Viramune, 
Sustiva, and Rescriptor) make up a class of 
medications that are believed to have less 
tendency to cause lipodystrophy. Several re¬ 
cent studies presented in Chicago showed 
that, in patients who have never tried an 
NNRTI before, the substitution of either 
Sustiva or Viramune for the protease in¬ 
hibitor in a stable triple combination regi¬ 
men showed visible improvement in 
lipodystrophy-associated bodily changes 
while still allowing patients to maintain un¬ 
detectable viral loads. 

2) Growth hormone therapy 

Recombinant human growth hormone 
(Serostim) is a potent anabolic (muscle 
building) hormone that has the added ben¬ 
efit of dissolving fat tissue. A study present¬ 
ed in Chicago showed dramatic before-and- 
after photographs of improved bodily ap¬ 
pearance in both men and women after be¬ 
ginning once daily injections with Serostim. 
However, when this therapy was discontin¬ 


ued, abnormal body changes frequently re¬ 
curred. 

3) High protein, low fat, 
low sugar diets 

It is clear that lipodystrophy changes are 
linked to increases in blood levels of cho¬ 
lesterol and triglycerides. The body’s ability 
to process simple sugars has also been 
shown to be diminished. The levels of these 
compounds in the blood are clearly wors¬ 
ened by taking highly active antiviral 
therapy. It is therefore common 
sense to avoid putting excessive 
amounts of these substances into 
the body in the first place. This can 
be accomplished by following an 
extremely low fat, low sugar diet 
that is high in protein and com¬ 
plex carbohydrates. Fish, 
chicken, meats, soy prod¬ 
ucts, grains, fruits, and 
vegetables are all ex¬ 
tremely healthful. Try to skip the sweets, 
desserts, soft drinks, and junk food. Regu¬ 
lar exercise can be beneficial as well. 

4) Lipid lowering medications 

Given the above-mentioned connection 
between high levels of fats in the blood and 
the occurrence of lipodystrophy, your 
physician may suggest that you begin a lipid 
lowering medication. Lopid, Lipitor, and 
Mevacor are a few of the more common 
ones. These medicines work by instructing 
the liver to lower the amount of fats (cho¬ 
lesterol and triglycerides) in the blood¬ 
stream. They can sometimes cause liver in¬ 
flammation so your liver blood tests should 
be checked periodically. 

5) Micronutrient supplements 

Several micronutrient supplements are 
currently being tried in the community to 
help diminish the effects of lipodystrophy. 
These include high doses of alpha lipoic 
acid (an antioxidant), L-carnitine (made 
from several amino acids), and niacin 
(which has been shown to decrease choles¬ 
terol levels). No protocol has been shown to 


provide consistent benefit, but I and other 
nutritionally-oriented physicians believe 
they may ultimately prove useful. 

Finally, the evidence is mixed as to 
whether an increase in triglycerides and 
cholesterol levels due to long term antiviral 
therapy has any significant long term con¬ 
sequences. One presentation at Chicago 
used a mathematical model to predict that 
the changes associated with lipodystrophy 
would have a fairly negligible effect on the 
incidence of cardiovascular disease and 
stroke over time. Another study was more 
concerning. It showed that heart 
attacks occurred in five of 373 
patients taking protease in¬ 
hibitors, compared to three of 
951 patients who were not. The 
ages of the patients who 
had the attacks were 35, 
40, 50, 53, and 57. They 
all smoked cigarettes. 

What is the bottom line? These issues 
should be discussed at length with your 
physician. Are your cholesterol and triglyc¬ 
eride levels high? If they are, measures 
should be taken to bring them down. Has 
you body shape changed? If it has, you may 
want to try switching from a PI to an 
NNRTI or trying a course of growth hor¬ 
mone therapy in addition to the natural in¬ 
terventions mentioned above. Whatever 
you choose to do, make sure you discuss any 
changes to your medications with your reg¬ 
ular physician before implementing them. 
As PWAs live longer, the comprehensive 
support of their bodies and immune sys¬ 
tems requires more than just selecting the 
best antiviral drugs. It requires being cre¬ 
ative, aggressive, and providing individual¬ 
ized care. ▼

Street-sweepers and street-sleepers 

It seems many Castro residents agree with Willie 
Brown and eight supervisors that the solution to the 
homeless problem is to sweep homeless folks from 
one neighborhood to another. [“Queer youth tempo¬ 
rary shelter proposal draws fire at meeting,” February 
11.] Sweep them somewhere else. Forget that they’re 
queer. Forget that many of them were tossed out of 
homophobic homes. Forget that even with a job it’s 
still not always possible to afford an apartment in SF. 

During the AIDS crisis, we banded together and 
took responsibility for our own. We cared for our 
friends and lovers, even when it was difficult. We 
knew then that when everything else was said and 
done, every member of our community deserved to 
be treated with dignity and respect. 

These kids deserve that same respect. They don’t 
deserve to be swept out from underfoot like diseased 
pariahs. If we won’t care for them, even when it is dif¬ 
ficult, even when they have drug or alcohol problems, 
then when will we care for them? Only when it’s con¬ 
venient? Or only after one of them is found dead on 
the street like the almost 300 people who have died 
on city streets this year? 

The rec center may not be the best place to put an 
emergency shelter. But what’s the alternative for these 
kids? More cold nights out on the streets without a 
bed or a meal? The city has dropped the ball on the 
homeless. Willie’s legacy is one of neglect and inade¬ 
quate programs. Neighborhoods have no choice but 
to pick up the ball and care for our own, like we did 
in the AIDS crisis. Why don’t these kids belong in the 
Castro? Just because they don’t have the money to pay 
the outrageous rents? They came here for the same 
reason many of us did - to find a safe haven from the 
world, and to live in the queer mecca that San Fran¬ 
cisco is reputed to be. What are we saying to them: go 
away because you’re poor and dirty and young? Come 
back when you have money and you can party instead 
of take street drugs? 

We can be a model of caring or we can mimic the 
inept and neglectful behavior of the Brown adminis¬ 
tration. The choice is ours.

[The following was sent to Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden:] 

You have been extremely important in obtaining 
domestic partner benefits for San Francisco city and 
county employees, and also privately employed per¬ 
sons. Now is the time to make sure that such benefits 
continue as some of us age. After all, this is the Inter¬ 
national Year for Seniors. 

Specifically, require that retirement/health benefit 
providers, continue to recognize domestic partner¬ 
ships as a viable union when offering all insurance 
products to their members. For example, I was able 
to obtain health insurance as a domestic partner 
under the State Teachers Retirement System (STRS), 
because of my partner’s employment as a San Fran¬ 
cisco city and county employee. 

My partner of 36 years now wants to purchase the 
STRS nursing home insurance. This plan, favorably 
priced, is available to spouses and individuals. It is not 
available to me as a domestic partner since I am rec¬ 
ognizable neither as a spouse nor as an individual em¬ 
ployed/retired by the state/city. (This is based on my 
review of literature from STRS.) 

At a minimum, providers and systems that recog¬ 
nize domestic partners in their retirement and bene¬ 
fit plans before retirement, should continue to pro¬ 
vide them throughout the duration of their unions. 
They should also require that whatever benefits they 
offer for treatment for widowed spouses, domestic 
partners should be treated equally. 

Carole, you were at our 30th anniversary at Olive 
Oyl’s and presented us with a Supervisors’ Recogni¬ 
tion Award. NOW that we are still lucky enough to be 
together and alive, we feel that this equality is re¬ 
quired and necessary. It is an aging problem and there 
are many more like us.

Did we create change? 

This April will be the first anniversary of the con¬ 
troversial “Create Change” sign program initiated by 
the Merchants of Upper Market and Castro associa¬ 
tion, spearheaded by its President Patrick Batt, Vice 
President Jeff Ward, and Hot Cookie owner Dan Glaz- 
er. Although ineffectual at reducing the number of 
homeless people on the streets, it has succeeded in one 
thing. It has divided many business owners and con¬ 
cerned citizens who make up the Castro. The numbers 
of letters to the B.A.R. and the number of actual signs 
in the windows of businesses in the Castro clearly re¬ 
flect this. A look through the B.A.R. letters section of 
the last year shows that a significant proportion of 
community leaders and residents railing with pas¬ 
sionate eloquence against the CC program. 

People who have lived in the Castro for decades 
describe the program and the fear and hostility it cre¬ 
ates at its best as “shallow” and in full as “despicable.” 
Though not all letters have been against the program. 
One in particular from David Banton suggests what 
the homeless really need is some kind of “tough love,” 
because you know, when someone fails and the social 
services in this city neglect more than half of the 
homeless population, it’s up to them to just bite the 
bullet. Never mind that many of us have jobs because 
they don’t. Or that many of the homeless are gay and 
HIV-positive. I know that doesn’t matter to some 
people, but it matters to me. I wonder if Dan Glazer 
bit the bullet when Hot Cookie burned down? No, 
I’m sure business owners never bite the bullet, they 
can always just declare Chapter 11. I’m sure Danny 
boy didn’t receive any of that “tough love,” although 
he certainly deserves it. It’s clear not all of the busi¬ 
nesses support the program, regardless of the bullying 
tactics many say the campaigners used against them. 
On a personal walking tour through the neighbor¬ 
hood, out of all of the businesses I counted (227), 
only 48 had the Create Change signs. Of course, 
whether or not businesses should be involved at all in 
social issues is a whole other debate, though they cer¬ 
tainly create enough “social issues” under the guise of 
free-market neo-liberalism. If they were seriously in¬ 
terested in the homeless issue, you think they would 
have enough brains to have donation jars and flyers 
with information about ending the homeless crisis in 
their stores, instead of those cancerous signs in their 
windows. 

In his March 19, 1998 B.A.R. guest opinion, Batt 
refers to homelessness as a “choice of lifestyle,” echo¬ 
ing verbatim the same sentiments used against gays, 
lesbians, bisexuals, and the transgendered; so at least 
we know where he’s coming from. Business owners, 
take down those ridiculous signs and do something 
concrete to end homelessness! Stop dividing our 
community and stop creating this negative climate! 
We have enough to deal with without worrying about 
our brothers and sisters on the street being harassed! 
Come June, people from all over the world will wit¬ 
ness the shameful campaign that this greedy, superfi¬ 
cial minority has engineered. That shame will be on 
your heads!

Stop AIDS stops AIDS 

During the three years that I have been a volun¬ 
teer with the Stop AIDS Project, I have conducted 
over 700 sex surveys with gay and bisexual men. In a 
letter published February 11, David Pasquarelli of 
ACT UP/San Francisco calls these surveys “sinister.” 
He claims that I and my fellow volunteers are “tattling 
traitors” who “should be driven off the streets” be¬ 
cause we “deliver statistical fodder to our enemies.” 

I was infected with HIV sometime prior to 1981. 
My friends started dying in the early 1980s. Out of my 
entire circle of friends and acquaintances who were 
infected with HIV by 1985, there are just three of us 
left who are still alive (including me). Just three of us 
out of hundreds of beautiful, sexy, witty, intelligent 
men, many of whom I cared for deeply, some of 
whom I loved dearly. I became a volunteer with the 
Stop AIDS Project because I don’t want to see anoth¬ 
er generation wiped out as my generation was, and I 
am prepared to do whatever I can to help prevent a 
similar disaster from recurring. It’s as simple as that. 

The Stop AIDS Project sex survey is intended not 
just to gather statistical data, but to give people an op¬ 
portunity to talk about AIDS prevention. The survey 
is completely confidential. No names are attached, or 
even asked for. The reason we target gay/bi men on 
Castro and Polk streets and South of Market, rather 
than straight people on Union Street, is simple and 
obvious: we have a much higher risk of HIV infection 
than they do, primarily because of unprotected anal 
sex. I have interviewed many men for whom this sur¬ 
vey was the first conversation they ever had with any¬ 
one about HIV and safe sex. I know this may be hard 
for some people to believe, but trust me, I am not 
making it up. Hopefully it will not be their last. 

Mr. Pasquarelli seems to think that 350 new infec¬ 
tions per year is acceptable. I disagree. One of the first 
things I learned when I started doing these surveys is 
that you can’t save everyone. But you try to plant the 
seed of an idea, and every person who lowers his risk 
is one more person who may be spared the living hell 
that I and my community have endured. New antivi¬ 
ral drugs have saved my life (so far) and given me 
back a reasonable quality of life. But they can’t help 
those who become infected with drug resistant strains 
of HIV. In case anyone missed it, a report was pre¬ 
sented at the last International AIDS Conference that 
showed that there are men in San Francisco who are 
now becoming infected with strains of HIV that may 
be resistant to some or even all available drugs. Of 
course, new drugs are being developed all the time. 
Maybe someday there will be a cure. Maybe even in 
our lifetimes. But maybe not. There is ample evidence 
that using a condom can substantially reduce your 
chances of becoming infected with HIV and other 
deadly diseases like hepatitis B and C. Is the pleasure 
of skin against skin for a few moments, however sub¬ 
lime it may feel, worth risking your life or your health 
for? Do you really want to have to take pills by the 
handful several times every day for the rest of your 
life, and suffer their side effects, as I and thousands of 
others do? 

So, next time you see me or one of my fellow Stop 
AIDS Project volunteers on the street, please stop and 
talk with us. Maybe consider answering our survey 
questions. Maybe consider attending one of our 
meetings. Maybe consider becoming a Stop AIDS 
Project volunteer yourself. Because we can use all the 
help we can get. Because losing even one more person 
to AIDS is just too high a price to pay for ignorance.

The party was attended 
by many judges, court clerks, and political leaders. 


P resident Bill Clinton will 
likely have his revenge in 
next year’s elections if the 
current polls hold up. Republican 
Party pollsters show their party’s 
ratings plummeted 22 percent 
during the months that the im¬ 
peachment battle raged in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Still, there seems to be a para¬ 
dox in those polls: most show the 
GOP heading for disaster in the 
House and Senate races next year, 
but they also show Al Gore, the 
likely Democratic presidential 
nominee, currently trailing both 
Texas Governor George W. Bush 
and Elizabeth Dole in a possible 
face-off. Still, many expect Gore 
to eventually surge ahead once 
Bush’s background and Dole’s 
lack of government experience 
become issues. 

Although the disciplined De¬ 
mocratic unity that helped rescue 
the disgraced president also 
strengthened Gore’s campaign, he 
now faces a fresh challenge from 
many Congressional Democrats 
who want him to criticize Clin¬ 
ton’s conduct and thereby help 
the party distinguish itself from 
the ravaged president on the hot- 
button issue of personal values. 
The president escaped conyiction 
easily, but many Democrats - 
from the left as well as the 
moderates and more 
conservative members - 
are angry that he put 
them in the embarrass¬ 
ing position of having 
to seemingly con¬ 
done his actions by 
voting to keep 
him in office. 

Indeed, 
after the votes 
last week, sev¬ 
eral Democrats privately told re¬ 
porters they find the guy “person¬ 
ally repulsive” and not deserving 
of their eventual support. Even 
some of the more liberal Senate 
Democrats told their aides they 
would no longer accept invita¬ 
tions to White House functions as 
long as Clinton resided there. 

Clearly, Democratic office¬ 
holders across the country worry 
the Republicans could make the 
lack of Bill Clinton’s personal val¬ 
ues a major campaign issue in 
2000. “We’ve all condemned the 
president’s personal conduct on 
an individual basis,” said a promi¬ 
nent Democratic party leader and 
major fundraiser, “but we now 
need Al Gore to speak for all De¬ 
mocrats and make our stance 
more clear to help us reclaim the 
values issue.” In other words, to 
make sure Clinton’s idea of per¬ 
sonal values don’t become identi¬ 
fied as those of the national De¬ 
mocratic party. 

A senior official in Gore’s pres¬ 
idential campaign, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity, said, 
“I think the American people are 
probably pretty tired of hearing 
about the president’s continuing 
sex scandals,” but even so Gore 
might soon may have “something 
else to say” about Clinton’s per¬ 
sonal conduct. “I think the vice 
president should start talking 
about the country’s future and its 


problems, with the less said to re¬ 
mind us about the ‘Monica mess,’ 
the better,” the official continued. 
Another Democratic senator con¬ 
curred, saying, “The Republicans 
will do enough to remind Ameri¬ 
cans about the President’s sorry 
sex scandals during the next two 
years.” 

Meanwhile, as Gore 
and the Democratic 
party mull over the 
political aftermath of 
the sex scandal, the 
Republicans take a 
look at the polls and see 
their hopes con¬ 
tinuing to go 
south. Some 
GOP pollsters 
have all but 
conceded the Congress to the De¬ 
mocrats in 2000, based mostly on 
how this Republican Congress 
handled the impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings. But before that conces¬ 
sion is final, the in-fighting, fin¬ 
ger-pointing, and name-calling 
should get very interesting. 

Only three weeks ago a group 
of ultra-conservative Republican 
leaders were busy interviewing 
potential Republican presidential 
nominees in D.C. to make sure 
they met the litmus test of the far 
right, but this past weekend an¬ 
other group of Republicans from 
the party’s “moderate” wing met 
in Miami with a different view. 
The Republican Leadership 
Council - the moderates of the 
GOP, who do not think that abor¬ 
tion and gay rights (the stamping 
out of gay rights, that is) should 
be the main issues for their nom¬ 
inee next year - were trying to put 
these divisive issues on the back 
burner as they looked at likely 
GOP presidential nominees. 

Whereas the Republican’s con¬ 
servative wing (led by such anti¬ 
gay right wing names as Randy 
Tate, Phyllis Schlafly.and Paul 
Weyrich, and called the Commit¬ 
tee to Restore American Values) 
called for a presidential nominee 
of the GOP far right in 2000, the 
moderates were looking at people 
like New York Governor George 
Pataki, Connecticut Governor 


John Rowland, New Jersey Gov¬ 
ernor Christine Todd Whitman, 

and the somewhat more conserv¬ 
ative Arizona Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain. 

Republican Leadership Coun¬ 
cil leaders called for their party to 
forget about the failed effort to 
convict Clinton and to start con¬ 
centrating on issues like Social Se¬ 
curity, education, and other “peo¬ 
ple issues” as they look to the 2000 
congressional and presidential 
election. Whitman, a supporter of 
both abortion and gay rights, said 
in a speech Saturday that “the re¬ 
cent prolonged impeachment 
process has made one thing clear: 
we have a lot of work to do to re¬ 
build our party before the year 
2000.” She added that “it would be 
a mistake for Republicans to be 
focused on Bill Clinton; if we 
want to win the presidency in 
2000 we have to forget about 
making the impeachment and 
Clinton’s sex scandals the issue.” 
Todd, a second term New Jersey 
Governor, snapped that “Jerry 
Falwell is not the spokesman for 
our party; we have to get away 
from these one or two spokesper¬ 
sons who say something stupid 
and cause the people to think 
that’s us; that is not the Republi¬ 
can Party.” 

Rowland, clearly a leader of the 
so-called “eastern wing” (the 
moderate side of the Republican 
Party), told those meeting in 
Miami that their party cannot af¬ 
ford another right wing type can¬ 
didate next year. Apparently refer¬ 
ring to the likes of Dan Quayle, 
Pat Buchanan, Steve Forbes, or 
Gary Bauer, he added that the 
“isolated conservative wing with 
their isolated nominee, will surely 
take us down to defeat once 
again.” He acknowledged that 
“our party has been to intolerant 
of certain groups and has alienat¬ 
ed” others from the party. 

“We have a 25-year history of 
isolating everyone and there is a 
population out there called the 
baby boomers who we have total¬ 
ly alienated,” said the perspica¬ 
cious (if not always grammatical- 
page 20 ►

I wonder if he can rhyme 
“God” with “fraud.” How about 
“Falwell” with “dumbbell.” 

It used to be harder to separate 
the sissies from the sensitive 
straight men, and the dykes from 
the daring straight women. The 
codes were more subtle. You had 
to think about who was more fey - 
the lisping Cowardly Lion or the 
teary Tin Man. Why did Felix 
Unger get divorced in the first 
place before moving in with Oscar 
Madison, and they certainly were 
an odd couple, weren’t they? And 
though there was never a mention 
of Miss Hathaway’s activities away 
from the bank, I know where I 
would put my money. 

Now that we’re living in the 
age in which gay men and lesbians 
don’t always rely on code or eu¬ 
phemism, Falwell has found easy 
targets in the likes of Ellen and 
other out gay men and lesbians. 
For the proclamations that both 
Ellen Morgan and Ellen De- 
Generes made, both 
would be thrown out of 
the military. Come to 
think of it, the show’s 
cancellation seems to 
suggest that Hollywood 
is comfortable with the 
military’s Don’t Ask, 

Don’t Tell policy. 

But, by military 
definitions, Tinky 
Winky can hardly 
be called gay. 

There’s no evidence that the 
purse-wielding, triangle-clad, pur¬ 
ple Teletubby has engaged in or 
even thought about any kind of 
sexual conduct. Okay, it’s true, one 
of the Teletubby trademarks is 
“Big Hug,” but that hardly counts 
as sexual conduct, even in the mil¬ 
itary or in the White House. 

More to the point, the alleged¬ 
ly gay Teletubby has not said that 
he is gay. He hasn’t marched in a 
parade, signed on to a gay website, 
or purchased gay porn. And the 
Pentagon forbids anyone to ask, 
remember? 

(President Clinton thought 
that the “No Ask” clause would 
save him, too. But, alas, someone 
always asks!) 

Of course, Falwell didn’t actu¬ 
ally ask, he used his enormous 
powers of investigation/witch 
hunting/paranoia to carve out a 
three-strike rule of his own. Fal- 
well’s “logic” is rooted in old-fash¬ 
ioned, narrowly-defined, gender 
expectations. His revelation re¬ 
minds me of those posters from 
the 1950s instructing “How to 
spot a communist.” 

Strike One: the “purse” that 
Tinky Winky carries around is off- 
limits for boys. Forget that Tinky 
Winky himself only calls it a bag - 
and it’s a magic bag, at that. 

Strike Two: Tinky Winky 
sports that gay color, purple. 

Strike Three: the triangular an¬ 
tenna on Tinky Winky’s head repre¬ 
sents the gay pride triangle symbol 
taken from the concentration camp 
marking for homosexual men. 

I suppose Falwell could have 
also cited the origins of the Tele- 
tubbies, Great Britain, as one 
more reason to believe Tinky 


Winky is gay. After all, it was the 
Brits who brought us the cross¬ 
dressing Monty Python crew, the 
camp duo of the Avengers, and, 
more recently, the very pro-gay 
Absolutely Fabulous. 

Apparently, it didn’t bother 
Falwell that Tinky Winky has nei¬ 
ther an earring, a nose 
ring, a tattoo, or a pinky 
ring - other sure signs of 
homosexuality. Of 
course, it’s still not clear 
| whether Tinky Winky 
has a pinky finger. 

Ironically, there is 
reason to believe that 
Falwell’s naming 
of Tinky Winky as 
gay is actually 
progress for those 
of us humans who are not hetero¬ 
sexual. As far as I know, all of the 
Teletubbies are celibate, so nam¬ 
ing any of them homo or hetero¬ 
sexual is an acknowledgment that 
sexual orientation is set early in 
life and extends beyond one’s sex¬ 
ual behavior. It’s actually a far 
more sophisticated definition 
than the military’s. 

Rumor has it that Falwell is 
heading up a new coalition, Unit¬ 
ed to Negate and Erase Queer Ug¬ 
liness in All the Land (UN¬ 
EQUAL). In order to stop the sub¬ 
liminal seduction of children into 
a homosexual lifestyle, Falwell 
and his friends want create an 
America devoid of all gay iconog¬ 
raphy and symbolism. 

The first order of business is the 
elimination of triangles from their 
lives. There’s something in the very 
angularity of triangles, pink or oth¬ 
erwise, that spark same-sex feel¬ 
ings. From now on, no more trian¬ 
gular slices of pie, no party hats, no 
Christmas trees, no door stops. 

Next target: purple. There are 
enough other colors to go around, 
so it won’t be too difficult to remove 
purple from public life. We’ll have 
to change the lyrics of “America the 
Beautiful” ... how about “for red- 
hued mountains majesty”? The 
Minnesota Vikings will have to re¬ 
design their uniforms, but I figure 
Reggie White can apply the needed 
pressure there. 

Probably pink should go, too, 
except for little girls. 

As for bags, boys and girls have 
to carry the right kind, that’s all. 
Look, Tinky Winky’s looks like a 
purse draped over his forearm ... 
guys should always carry their 
bags on their shoulders or in a fist 


at their sides. No boy should not 
carry a bag on his forearm or 
clutched to his chest. 

The letter Q should be re¬ 
moved from the alphabet. Com¬ 
puters can eliminate all Qs at the 
same time that the Y2K bug is 
fixed. People or businesses whose 
names contain a Q should choose 
a new letter, or letters, to replace 
it. May I be the first to suggest 
Dan Quayle replace his Qu with 
either ST or FL? 

No more sensible shoes. They 
are conducive to lesbianism. 

No more snapping your fin¬ 
gers ... or singing in the rain. 

Nothing Greek. 

This ought to be the end of 
opera. 

Florists and librarians have to go. 

Jerry’s friends close to the to¬ 
bacco industry won’t like it, but, 
once and for all, no more fags. 

Let’s strip every deck of cards 
of all four queens. Off with the 
heads of the queens who happen 
to be heads of state in this day and 
age. Eliminate the queen bees 
from every hive.... 

From now on, regardless of the 
weather, no more rainbows! For 
that matter, now that the rainbow 
flag represents diversity and gay 
pride, let’s strip the world of all 
those colors. Who needs red, or¬ 
ange, yellow, green, or blue? 

“Do you have a match?” “The 
time?” “A friend of Dorothy?” “Is 
he family?” “Is she in the church?” 

Oh, poor Reverend Falwell. Lit¬ 
tle does he know that Tinky Winky 
is just the tip of the homo-iceberg! 

He wants a monochrome 
world. He wants a world in which 
narrow gender constructions 
reign. If carrying a purse makes a 
boy open to gay-baiting, if drib¬ 
bling a basketball gets a girl la¬ 
beled “dyke,” then what do ballet 
shoes, a paint brush, figure skates, 
power tools, flowers, a calculator, 
a hockey helmet, a saxophone, a 
flute, a rifle mean in the arms of 
girl? Or in the arms of a boy? 

Aren’t we better off with a world 
in which each person is allowed the 
space to fully develop his or her 
(God-given?) talents? Where every¬ 
one is encouraged to pursue the 
passions of their lives? A world filled 
with color and non-conformity. 

Aren’t freedom and the pursuit 
of happiness still included in the 
American Dream? 

It’s not Tinky Winky’s bag 
that’s the problem. It’s Reverend 
Falwell’s baggage. T

T he San Francisco Patrol 
Special Police received sev¬ 
eral calls in the early 
morning hours of February 14, 
reporting that a group of five or 
six young men were roaming 
the streets of the Castro, ran¬ 
domly assaulting people and 
shouting homophobic slurs and 
insults. One witness reported an 
incident in Collingwood 
Park, where the gang of 
suspects assaulted two 
men and made off 
with one victim’s 
Walkman. The sus¬ 
pects were later re¬ 
ported outside Slid¬ 
er’s Diner on Cas¬ 
tro Street, where 
one punched a 
man in the face. A 
bit later the group 
was spotted outside Vibrant 
Health at the corner of Market 
and Noe streets, where they pro¬ 
ceeded to assault two other 
men. 

The doorman at The Cafe 
identified the suspects to a re¬ 
sponding Castro patrol officer, 
who later arrested two of the 
suspects outside a nearby store 
and booked them for strong 
armed robbery, assault, and 
probation violation. The re¬ 
maining three or four suspects 
are described as black males, in 
their late teens to early 20s, 
wearing dark clothing. Addi¬ 
tional information should be 
reported by calling 911, or the 
San Francisco Patrol Special Po¬ 
lice at (415) 518-5519. 

Man attacked 
by Polk hustler 

A man filed a report with the 
SFPD about an incident that oc¬ 
curred Wednesday, February 10 
at approximately 4:30 p.m. The 
man was driving down Hem¬ 
lock Alley off of Polk Street and 
a suspected hustler stepped in 
front of his car and demanded a 
ride. The man refused and the 
suspect reached into the car and 
struck the man in the face. 
Paramedics were called to the 
scene, but no description of the 
suspect was given. 

Armed robbery 
in Dolores Park 

A man was attacked and 
robbed at gunpoint by a lone 
male suspect in Dolores Park 
Wednesday, February 10 at ap¬ 
proximately 10 p.m. The SFPD

The woman reported 
that the man struck her several 
times over the head with a pool 
cue. The doorman stepped in 
and made the suspect leave the 
bar. The woman’s head was 
badly bruised, but she refused 
offers for medical help. 

Theft and shoplifting 
in the Castro 

Several shops and bars in the 
Castro report there is an ongo¬ 
ing problem with theft and 
shoplifting in the area. Uncle 
Bert’s reported that a male pa¬ 
tron’s jacket was stolen from a 
bar stool. Several women in the 
bar chased the man and nearly 
caught up to him, but the sus¬ 
pect stuffed the jacket in a trash 
receptacle and was last seen 
running up Castro Street. A 
man fitting the same descrip¬ 
tion was seen a few nights later 
at The Edge taking other pa¬ 
trons’ drinks off of the bar and 
drinking them, and fighting 
with the doorman.

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Tinky Winky for grand marshal? 

Not likely , but gays have fun with Falwell's pronouncement

L ast week’s revelation by the 
Reverend Jerry Falwell that 
Tinky Winky is a gay Tele- 
tubby has cracked the funny 
bones of members of the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) community. Not only 
have the purple, triangle-topped 
cartoon character toys been 
briskly moving off the shelves of 
local stores, the “purse-toting” star 
of PBS’s show aimed at toddlers 
has even picked up a few nomina¬ 
tions for grand marshal of San 
Francisco’s gay pride festivities. 

“It’s true. We have had some 
nominations for Tinky Winky,” 
Teddy Witherington, executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco LGBT 
Pride Celebration Committee, 
Inc., told the Bay Area Reporter 
Tuesday, February 16. The item 
was picked up by CNN, but With¬ 
erington is taking a light approach 
to the latest development in what 
he calls the “serious business” of 
selecting a grand marshal for the 
Pride Parade in June. 

“We’re just accepting nomina¬ 
tions at the moment. It’s not as 
though anyone’s voted,” he added. 

Nominations for grand mar¬ 
shal close Sunday, February 28. 

Last week, it was reported that 
Falwell’s National Liberty Journal 
contained a “Parents Alert: Tinky 
Winky Comes Out of the Closet,” 
alleging that the Teletubby Tinky 
Winky is intentionally being pre¬ 
sented as a gay role model. (See 
GLAAD, this page.) Falwell’s rea¬ 
soning: Tinky Winky is purple, 


the gay pride color, and has a tri¬ 
angle, the gay pride symbol, on 
his head. Falwell added that on 
the TV show, Tinky Winky’s voice 
is male and he carries a purse. A 
spokesman for the Itsy Bitsy En¬ 
tertainment Company, which 
markets the Teletubbies, issued a 
statement pointing out that the 


“purse” is actually a magic bag. 

Falwell’s “alert” was picked up 
by the national and local media, 
resulting in a wave of jokes about 
the former head of the now-de¬ 
funct Moral Majority and his 
“warning” to parents. Withering- 
ton said the fact that Tinky Winky 
has been nominated for grand 


marshal says something about the 
humor surrounding the issue. 

“I think that a lot of people are 
having a lot of good fun and 
tongue-in-cheek humor at Jerry 
Falwell’s expense right now,” said 
Witherington. “I don’t think any¬ 
one seriously expects Tinky 
Winky to be grand marshal of the 
parade.” 

Witherington explained that 
nominating a grand marshal - or 
marshals, since no decision has 
been made on how many there 
will be - is actually something the 
pride committee takes very seri¬ 
ously. Nominations are open to 
outstanding LGBT people and 
supporters who have made con¬ 
tributions to the Bay Area queer 
community. The nomination 
process is open to all community 
members. Witherington asks that 
nominations be sent via e-mail, 
fax, or letter accompanied by a 
brief biography, an explanation of 
the relevance to the theme “Proud 
Heritage, Powerful Future,” and 
details of how to contact the 
nominee. 

As the Tinky Winky story 
winds down, Witherington ex¬ 
pects people will move on. “Once 
the hilarity around Tinky Winky 
subsides, we’ll get on with the se¬ 
rious business of a serious nomi¬ 
nee for a serious honor.” ▼

O ne might have thought that 
the impeachment trial had 
ended with all the media 
scrambling that took place after the 
Associated Press reported that 
Jerry Falwell’s National Liberty 
Journal had published “Parents 
Alert: Tinky Winky Comes 
Out of the Closet,” al¬ 
leging that the Teletub¬ 
by Tinky Winky is in¬ 
tentionally being pre¬ 
sented as a gay role 
model. Local and na¬ 
tional outlets scram¬ 
bled to cover the story 
and get reaction from 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
(LGBT) organizations. Falwell’s 
“Alert” included such brazenly ob¬ 
vious “gay clues” as: 

• “He is purple - the gay-pride 
color”; 

• “His antenna is shaped like a 
triangle - the gay-pride symbol”; 

• Tinky Winky, who is played 
by a male with a male voice, car¬ 
ries a red bag described by Falwell 
as a “purse”; and 

• In a Washington Post “editor¬ 

ial,” Ellen DeGeneres is pictured 
alongside Tinky Winky on a list of 
“who’s in, who’s out.” (Note: 
Tinky’s “In” not “Out.”) 

Falwell’s referring to a pop cul¬ 
ture “hot list” as an editorial is 


questionable, if not downright 
wrong, but then other sources re¬ 
peat the mistake, not checking the 
article in question. Among the 
coverage of Tinky Winky’s outing, 
some highlights were: 

• ABCNews.com’s Interactive 
Tinky Winky, which let viewers on 

an area of the Teletubby’s pic¬ 
ture to find out what Falwell 
objected to about it. 
(Internet surfers can 
read it at http:// 
abcnews.go.com/ 
sections/us/Daily 
News/falwell990210. 
html.) 

• The Washington 
Post s Hanna Rosin 
opening her column 
about the controversy 
with “Maybe it was the time Tinky 
Winky gave that ‘big hug’ to 
Dipsy. Or maybe it was the time 
he ‘fell on his back’ if you catch 
the drift.” She also gets a great 
quote from author Andrew Sulli¬ 
van involving Bugs Bunny, Elmer 
Fudd, Pinocchio, Boys' Town , and 
Batman and Robin.

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■ New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

■ Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 
1,000 patients and confirmed results from another study. 

■The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and 
AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone.

(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called "viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How shou ld I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock,every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cu re HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRI XIV AN redu ce the risk of passing HIV to othe rs? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIV AN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRI XIVAN be ta ken with other medications ?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness).

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the p ossible side effec t s of CRIX IVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical,Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

O ccupants of Henry House, 
Sonoma County’s only resi¬ 
dence for people with 
HIV/AIDS, could lose their home 
this year unless administrators 
come up with another $45,000 by 
March 1. 

If they do not reach that goal, 
according to Andrea Learned, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Face to Face, 
the agency that runs Henry 
House, the care facility would stay 
open for only six to eight months 
while officials find other housing 
for the residents. 

The reason for the sudden 
funding crisis, Learned said, is 
three-fold: a $25,000 reduction in 
federal funding for 1999-2000; the 
end of a commitment by the Sis¬ 
ters of Orange (a Catholic hospi¬ 
tal corporation) to provide the 
bulk of the money for the first few 
years; and the agency’s failure to 
find private “partners” to take up 
the slack. Face to Face staff and 
board members knew they were 
facing funding shortages earlier 
this year, but they believed they 
had crafted a sound strategy that 
would bring in more donors. 
They were wrong. 

“A number of things we were 
counting on didn’t happen,” ex¬ 
plained Learned. “Things haven’t 
worked out as we planned them. 
Some grants didn’t happen.” 
While some regular contributors, 
such as the city of Santa Rosa and 
Levi Strauss and Company, have 
remained on board, the biggest 
problem has been the lack of sup¬ 
port from two local hospitals, 
Kaiser Permanente and Sutter 
Medical Center. 

“We can’t support it on our

own,” said Face to Face board 
President Ellen Masland-Salyer. 
“We hoped that others in the 
community would see the impor¬ 
tance of this facility. It’s unique, 
it’s valuable, it’s compassionate. 
We’re caring for patients that 
would otherwise be cared for by 
the health care system.” 

Last week Face to Face mailed 
a plea for emergency donations to 
cover the $45,000 deficit to its list 
of contributors. And Learned is 
optimistic that people in the com¬ 
munity who value Henry House 
will save the day. She also believes 
that, if Henry House can get past 
the financial hurdle it is facing in 
the coming year, it can “develop 
the kind of partnerships we need” 
to keep it open in the future. 

Established in 1992 as a refuge 
for people dying of complications 
from AIDS, Henry House is now 


more frequently a place for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS to regain their 
strength after an illness, so that 
they can return to independent 
living. Located on the west side of 
Santa Rosa, it accommodates six 
people at a time, and serves 20 to 
28 each year. ▼

Cliff's comes to the rescue 
for Coming Home Hospice

p! t happened earlier this month 

on a cold day, like many oth- 
H ers this winter in San Francis¬ 
co, at the Coming Home Hospice, 
located at 18th and Diamond 
streets. The Hospice provides 
shelter and services to patients 
sick with AIDS. 

But this cold day was turning 
out to be colder than usual, as the 
heat went out during the after¬ 
noon. The building’s hot water 
and heat come from a boiler sys¬ 
tem, and the boiler had gone out. 

Paul Honigs, a chaplain with 
Visiting Nurses and Hospice, was 
on hand that afternoon at Coming 
Home. He told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the problem wasn’t di¬ 
agnosed until after 4 p.m., as the 
business day was coming to a close 
and the cold night was setting in. 

“We had no heat and no hot 
water on a very chilly evening,” he 
said. “The nurses were brain¬ 
storming and we were trying to 
figure out what we could do. The 
people were getting chilly, and we 
were bundling them up to try to 
keep them warm.” 

Honigs then called Martha 
Asten, co-owner of Cliff’s Variety 
on Castro Street, to see if they 
could purchase some space 
heaters. 

“We were looking to purchase 


the heaters, but she said she had 
some distressed merchandise we 
could have. She had three space 
heaters and a big, long floor 
heater, and she gave it to us.” 

“She said no qualms about it,” 
Honigs said. “She said, ‘This is 
what needs to be done, so come 
and get it.’” 

Asten said she routinely gets 
requests for donations to all sorts 
of groups around the city, but said 
she must be familiar with and 
have respect for the organization 
who’s asking for help. She’s espe¬ 
cially favorable toward schools, 
senior citizens, and the sick or in- 
firmed. 

When Coming Home Hospice 
came asking, Asten said she had 
no reservations about providing 
immediate help. 

“These people, they’re your 
neighbors,” she said, “and you al¬ 
ways help at home.” 

Fortunately, the boiler system 
was repaired and operating later 
that evening, Honigs said. 

“But the heaters not only made 
things more livable through the 
evening, now they are there for 
backup if something like this hap¬ 
pens again,” Honigs said. “We just 
wanted to express our thanks. It 
was about providing comfort for 
those who may have been in their 
last hours. It was a good thing to 
do, and I just wanted to say 
‘Thank You.’” ▼

M lthough we know HIV at¬ 
tacks the immune system, 
exactly how it attacks and 
damages the immune system is 
controversial. Some researchers 
believe HIV leads to AIDS be¬ 
cause it kills CD4 cells (an im¬ 
mune cell) directly, while others 
believe HIV overstimulates the 
immune system. They believe this 
overstimulation causes immune 
system dysregulation, which after 
a prolonged period results in a de¬ 
cline in the number of CD4 cells 
and AIDS. 

Researchers have shown that 
HIV infection causes chronic im¬ 
mune activation. This means that 
people have increased levels of ac¬ 
tivated or “turned on” T cells in 
the blood, increased number of 
cells programmed to die, in¬ 
creased levels of cytokines (chem¬ 
ical messengers between cells) and 
decreased responsiveness of the 
immune system. In fact, HIV-pos¬ 
itive people frequently exhibit 
typical clinical signs of chronic 
immune activation: low energy, 
weight loss, fevers, poor appetite, 
swollen glands, and poor immune 
responses to common environ¬ 
mental agents (anergy). This im¬ 
mune over-activation under-

mines the immune system’s abili¬ 
ty to respond to infections. 

Rejection protection 

If HIV causes AIDS by chron¬ 
ic immune activation, then treat¬ 
ing HIV infected individuals with 
an inhibitor of immune activation 
might block the underlying dis¬ 
ease process. One novel ap¬ 
proach to treating HIV 
infection is - rather 
than to target the 
virus directly - to re¬ 
duce the over-activa¬ 
tion of T cells. One of the 
oldest and best studied 
drugs that blocks activation 
of T cells is cy¬ 
closporine. 

Cyclosporine is an _ 

agent widely used to 
suppress the immune system, and 
is used primarily during organ 
transplantation and as a treat¬ 
ment for psoriasis. When a person 
receives an organ from someone 
else, the natural response of the 
body is to reject that organ. Cy¬ 
closporine blocks the rejection by 
preventing immune activation 
and T-cell proliferation. 

Several studies have described 
cyclosporine use in patients with 
HIV infection. Published studies 



have suggested that cyclosporine is 
safe in HIV-positive persons with¬ 
out AIDS. HIV-positive persons 
without AIDS have received cy¬ 
closporine without an increase in 
harmful effects and have had some 
benefit. A French study in 1991 
demonstrated that cyclosporine- 
treated HIV-positive patients had 
improvement in symptoms, in¬ 
creases in CD4 cells and a 
slower progression to 
AIDS when compared 
to untreated controls. 
A German study in 
1993 showed that HIV¬ 
positive patients with¬ 
out AIDS who received 
cyclosporine during 
kidney transplanta- 

_ tion progressed to 

AIDS slower than 
HIV-positive patients who did not 
receive cyclosporine. 

However, not all HIV-positive 
persons who have received cy¬ 
closporine have done well - as was 
shown in a Canadian study in 1989 
and in the French studies. In one 
study, AIDS patients had worsen¬ 
ing symptoms and decreases in 
CD4 cells. In another study, pa¬ 
tients with CD4 cells less than 300 
did not have substantial improve-

oddity “Emperor Norton.” The first 
years, however, were empress-only 
courts. The empresses in those days 
believed they could rule the court 
without a man, and the Tavern 
Guild - which also started in the 
1960s but disbanded seven years 
ago - largely supported an em¬ 
press-only court. 

But there were others who be¬ 
lieved that an empress - though 
able to claw her way to the top of 
most hills in San Francisco - 
would, if she were calculating as in 
a game of chess, be more Windsor- 
like if an emperor accompanied her 
reign. So the Committee to Elect an 
Emperor, started by John Chase in 
1972, rallied support in order that a 
nominee for emperor would ac¬ 
company every Imperial Court 
election from that year forward. 

Even so, it was not until 1975 
that the elections for empress and 
emperor became one campaign. 
For three years the two royals’ coro¬ 
nations were held at different times 
of the year; the emperor in Febru¬ 
ary, and the empress in September. 
Three bitter years later the empress¬ 
es acquiesced and the elections be¬ 
came one. The Imperial Court be¬ 
came, well, an actual court. 

Mister Marcus, the Bay Area 
Reporter's own - and, indeed, the 
world’s - leather leader, was the 
first emperor in San Francisco in 
1972. But don’t ask him for his 
views on the court these days. A 
recent empress is better equipped 
to handle such queries, and for 
that the B.A.R. turned to one of 
the most charity-minded em¬ 
presses to rule the court for her 
opinion on current candidates. 

“We have a lot of hard-work¬ 
ing girls running this year,” Donna 
Sachet, Absolute Empress XXX, 
told the B.A.R. “The runners for 
empress and emperor have all 
done charity work, and not just 
drag shows and the yearly emper¬ 
or auction. Some have done work 
for the AIDS Emergency Fund 
and Project Open Hand. There’s 


been criticism that recent courts 
have not done enough charity 
work, as they committed them¬ 
selves in their campaign promis¬ 
es. But this year looks good.” 

Royal soirees 

Imperial events following the 
elections include a cocktail party 
and reception at the Giraffe on 
Friday, February 26 from 5 to 8 
p.m. Also Friday at 6 p.m. the Im¬ 
perial Court will hold the Jose 
Honors Dinner and Awards Cer¬ 
emony, celebrating the members 
in the community who have ex¬ 
celled in charity work, held at the 
Holiday Inn Golden Gateway lo¬ 
cated at the corner of Van Ness 
Avenue and Pine Street. 

“Most tables for the dinner are 
sold out,” said Absolute Emperor 
XXV Jacques Michaels. “Standing 
room tickets are available for $25. 
But if you’re looking for a less for¬ 
mal event, the cocktail party and 
reception will be a hoot.” 

The coronation celebration 
will get under way at the Giraffe 
Saturday, February 27 at 5 p.m. 
This event is always packed with 
people, as well as drama, so get 
there early. 

Grave solemnity 

The week’s events conclude 
with a sort-of Dickensian pil¬ 
grimage to Emperor Norton’s 
gravesite in Colma on Sunday, 
February 28. Two buses will be 
available for those interested in at¬ 
tending the field trip, one leaving 
Marlena’s at the corner of Hayes 
and Octavia streets in Hayes Val¬ 
ley, and one leaving Daddy’s on 
Castro Street; both charters de¬ 
part at 8 a.m. 

Mourning drag is required and 
the Imperial Council asks that at¬ 
tendees wear formal black attire. 
“If you can imagine a bunch of 
queens tromping through the 
graveyard in full mourning attire, 
with families visiting their de¬ 
ceased and watching the en¬

ments in CD4 counts or resolution 
of symptoms. These negative re¬ 
sults in HIV-positive persons with 
AIDS led to a cessation of research 
with cyclosporine. 

More recent studies in the U.S. 
have shown that cyclosporine can 
influence primary SIV (simian 
immunodeficiency virus) infec¬ 
tion in animals and may actually 
increase dormant immune re¬ 
sponses. As well, cyclosporine 
may also have direct antiviral ef¬ 


fects by blocking the binding of 
HIV to its cellular receptor, as 
some in vitro studies seem to 
show. Drug companies are cur¬ 
rently exploring the antiviral ef¬ 
fects of cyclosporine. Clearly, fur¬ 
ther research in the use of cy¬ 
closporine in treating HIV infec¬ 
tion is warranted. 

Transplants 

Aside from being a potentially 
new treatment for HIV, cy¬ 
closporine, as noted, is frequently 
used during organ transplants. 
HIV-positive patients, just like 
anyone else, have the right to re-

Michael Blackford, who started 
the Coalition to Save the Daphne. 
“I understand the desperate need 
for affordable housing. My best 
friend is facing homelessness.” 

Nevertheless, he and others 
feel the historical significance of 
the Daphne outweighs Bridge’s 
plans to tear the building down. 
The controversy has gotten the at¬ 
tention of several preservationist 
organizations, architects, and ar¬ 
chitectural critics, all of whom be¬ 
lieve the Daphne is historically 
significant and should be saved. 
One of those groups involved in 
the preservation effort is the 
Foundation for San Francisco’s 
Architectural Heritage, which last 
year worked to save the Fallon 
Building from being demolished 
for the proposed Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender Community 
Center. Ultimately the historic 
building was spared and incorpo¬ 
rated into the center’s design. 

One of the points emphasized 
by the coalition is that San Fran¬ 
cisco has many Victorian and 
Beaux Art buildings that have 
been declared landmarks, and 
while the Daphne is of a different 
era, it is one that should be pre¬ 
served. 

Architect Alan Hess, the archi¬ 
tecture critic for the San Jose Mer¬ 
cury News, wrote to Mayor Willie 
Brown a few months ago about 
the need to save the Daphne. Hess 
pointed out that Jones is an im¬ 
portant name in California archi¬ 
tecture as one of the architects of 
the highly regarded Eichler homes 
on the peninsula. “The Daphne 
building contains all the hall¬ 
marks of Jones’s best work: a light,

elegantly detailed structural 
frame, integration of indoor work 
spaces and outdoor courtyards, 
and beautifully composed forms 
and proportions,” wrote Hess. “In 
addition, it reflects a calm and 
dignified spirit in keeping with 
Daphne’s progressive intentions 
for the funeral home business.” 

In the late 1940s, Nicholas 
Daphne discovered Jones’s work 
while driving through Palm 
Springs, and was so taken with the 
design of a shopping center that 
he sought out the Los Angeles- 
based firm Jones and Emmons, 
which began work on the funeral 
home in 1949. It was completed in 
1953. 

Open to dialogue? 

Blackford, who lives near the 
still-operational funeral home, 
and other coalition members have 
been attempting to forge a com¬ 
promise in meetings with officials 
from Bridge and representatives 
the mayor. It’s been difficult, he 
said, although he feels confident 
the Daphne will be accepted as an 
eligible building for the National 
Register. 

Although buildings must be 50 
years old to be nominated, and 
the Daphne is not quite that old, 
Blackford and others said excep¬ 
tions have been made for other 
buildings in the city. Blackford 
said he questions work done by an 
independent architect hired by 
Bridge to study the building. That 
report, required because the pro¬ 
ject involves federal funds for the 
demolition of a building, has not 
yet been released, but Blackford 
has talked with Susan Clark, the 
architect. 

“It became apparent she was 
going to find the building ineligi¬ 
ble,” Blackford told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We’ve had two meetings 
with the mayor’s office. The city 
asked us to find a way to make this 
work. But Bridge is so inflexible.” 


Talansky said that as far as 
Bridge is concerned, the Daphne 
is not worth saving. “We don’t 
think of it as a historic building,” 
she told the B.A.R. “We are mov¬ 
ing ahead with the 93 units. That’s 
what the city asked for.” 

Blackford and others in the 
coalition want to see the Daphne 
saved and used either in conjunc¬ 
tion with Bridge’s housing devel¬ 
opment, or by another entity, per¬ 
haps a school. While Talansky said 
Bridge’s development does call for 
a child care and community cen¬ 
ter, the Daphne wouldn’t be used 
for either one under the current 
proposal. Talansky pointed out 
that Bridge has worked with the 
community over density and other 
issues surrounding the project. 

“We’re open to dialogue,” she 
said. 

Blackford isn’t hopeful Bridge 
will listen regarding the Daphne, 
even though he’s learned of a pro¬ 
posal for a school that could ide¬ 
ally serve the community and save 
the Daphne. At one of the meet¬ 
ings with city officials, Blackford 
said a proposal for the Western 
Addition Academy was discussed. 
The proposed academy apparent¬ 
ly has funding, just not a site. 
Blackford’s proposed that Bridge 
sell the part of the site containing 
the Daphne to the academy, 
which would decrease Bridge’s 
per-unit cost for the affordable 
housing units, and save the funer¬ 
al home in the bargain. ▼

J ustin Fashanu recorded “Do 
It ’Cos You Like It,” appar¬ 
ently one of the many 
records soccer throngs enjoy each 
season. Not only do top jocks in 
other countries come out, but 
they also have talent. 

Reminds me of a few CDs I 
found in the oldies rack: ’ 80s 
Sports Music. See, they have song 
themes, it seems, at these gather¬ 
ings. That’s how 50,000 people 
can always know the words. (I re¬ 
member in 1978 trying to con¬ 
vince my high school’s stodgy 
cheerleaders to use the Stomp! 
Stomp! Clap! thing from 
Queen’s “We Will Rock 
You,” but the those girls 
couldn’t catch on. They 
kept turning it into a 3/4.) 

I wish Justin Fashanu 
had had proper handling, 
you know? He could have done 
so much more. I mean, 
jeez, what a poster kid 
for the damages of ex- 
ex-ex-gayness: he was 
rumored, then out, 
then in.... 

What is it about the cult of 
personality that does so much 
damage? 

Factoids: Justin began his soc¬ 
cer career with Norwich against 
West Brom on January 13, 1979, 
only two weeks after signing his 
first pro contract. In the next two 
years, he made 103 matches, 
where he scored 40 goals - in¬ 
cluding the 1980-81 British 
Broadcasting Company’s “Goal of 
the Season” against Liverpool. 
The BBC replayed the goal hun¬ 
dreds of times, making him for¬ 
ever famous. 

Fashanu then became Nor¬ 
wich’s second £1 million salaried 
player when he joined Notting¬ 
ham Forest in August 1981. With 
this team he only scored three 
times in 32 matches. 

The next summer he joined 
Southampton on loan and im¬ 
proved, with three goals in nine 
matches. Staying in Nottingham, 
he joined Notts County in De¬ 
cember 1982 and played 64 
games for them, scoring 20 goals. 
Brighton proved less successful; 
he suffered a terrible knee injury. 

He moved to the United States 
for surgery and recuperation with 
the Los Angeles Heat and Cana¬ 
da’s Edmonton Brickmen. He re¬ 
turned to Britain in August 1988 
and over the next three years had 
unsuccessful attempts with Man¬ 
chester City, West Ham, Ipswich, 
Leyton Orient, and Newcastle. 



He then signed with Southall 
(as player-coach), and Leather- 
head provided regular playing 
opportunities. He joined Torquay 
United in December 1991 as play¬ 
er and then assistant manager, 
but never got moved up. 

The Torquay board’s reluc¬ 
tance to appoint him to this po¬ 
sition may have been due to his 
poor disciplinary record (three 
red cards in 46 games) or his reg¬ 
ular appearances in the tabloids, 
particularly articles about his 
being gay. 

‘Gay and charismatic’ 

A Fashanu tribute web page 
lists his stats and a bio amid other 
pages on cockatiels and tea tow¬ 
els. Visit this obvi¬ 
ously British gent at 
http://www.justin- 
fashanu.demon.co.uk/ 
Along with his rather 
short bio, this rather harsh 
statement stands out: “Soc¬ 
cer, more than most 
sports, depends on 
teamwork. A goal is 
never one player’s 
achievement; it’s the 
result of careful and 
prolonged team interaction. Soc¬ 
cer culture reflects the game. 
Managers and players eschew in¬ 
dividual personality in favour of 
team identity. Soccer fans follow 
teams, not individuals. Fashanu - 
gay and charismatic - didn’t fit 
into this culture.” 

British tabloids fed into his 
publicity hunger, showing nearly 
nude pictures of the gorgeous 
soccer star, but would soon dis¬ 
play the worse sides as well, and 
in maudlin and judgmental 
tones, interspersed with nude fe¬ 
male models and the daily crick¬ 
et scores. 

(In a sport known for clannish 
local devotion, a jock who bumps 
around isn’t ... respected as 
much. Dennis Rodman obvious¬ 
ly learned from Fashanu, but 
reigned it in. You can only be so 
queer before the ankle biters 
begin to really annoy you.) 

Fashanu’s guest appearances 
in the U.S and Canada led to his 
coaching position in Maryland, 
where a 17-year old athlete ac¬ 
cused him of sexual assault. 

What of the boy, with whom 
Fashanu claimed he had a con¬ 
senting relationship? The teen al¬ 
legedly extorted money, which 
chased the coach back to London. 
Hearing the news from American 
waters, Justin was seen to be run¬ 
ning from a crime. 

It’s all spin control, people. An 
eager prosecutor in a small Mary-

land town (where the alleged sexu¬ 
al assault took place) has a chance 
to convict the First One Million 
Pound (British Sterling) black soc¬ 
cer star, and a gay one at that. 

Let’s say you’re not the accus¬ 
ing type of teen. Can you imagine 
being 17 and getting pointers 
from Fashanu? Wouldn’t that 
make your game? Steer you 
somewhere? Say you are from 
D.C., expected to shoot hoop, but 
you’re short and quick instead of 
tall and loping. And what if deep 
down there you told yourself 
“okay” in the queer department, 
but let it lie, and this star comes 
to teach? 

But what if - like the torment¬ 
ed Fashanu, who jumped into 
Christian camps for a cure, and 
grabbed headlines with lurid Par¬ 
liament cabinet orgies - you were 
a 17-year-old closeted jock, des¬ 
perate, like Fashanu, for atten¬ 
tion, even if it took lying big time 
to get it? 

Anyone who’s gay and works 
with kids, particularly in an ath¬ 
letic environment, is vulnerable 
to accusations. Kids who battle 
their own self-hatred are down¬ 
right combustible. In this case, 
the coach was, too. 

Fashanu wrote his suicide 
note, knowing the imminent ac¬ 
cusations of molesting a kid 
would be an even worse scandal 
than his previous trials for just 
being gay, controversial, and an 
outcast, then hung himself in a 
London warehouse in May 1998. 

The boy who accused him 
would later take back his story. 
Oh, thanks. 

“When you put yourself in the 
firing line, you are open to at¬ 
tack,” he once said in an inter¬ 
view. “I know I’m there to be shot 
down in flames.”

Women’s National Soccer Team 
attended the screening of a new 
documentary, and participated in 
a panel discussion on the role of 
the media in women’s sports, last 
Thursday, February 11 in San Jose. 

Female athletes in the United 
States continue to contend for ex¬ 
posure and financial security in 
their chosen sports careers. HBO 
recognizes that in its new sports 
documentary, Dare To Compete: 
The Struggle of Women in Sports , 
which got a pre-broadcast screen¬ 
ing at Capital Club Athletics in 
San Jose. Homebodies can catch it 


on HBO Monday, March 8 at 10 
p.m. Eastern/Pacific time. 

The film highlights the strug¬ 
gles and triumphs of many of this 
century’s greatest female athletes, 
showing how each generation 
paved the way for future women 
athletes to close the gender gap on 
and off the field of play. The film 
chronicles the history of women 
in sports dating back to the Victo¬ 
rian era, when they had to wear 
floor-length black skirts just to 
play a game of tennis. 

Using moments in American 
history as a backdrop for women’s 
athletic achievements, the docu¬ 
mentary looks at how the suffrage 
movement, the 1960s and Title IX 
helped set the stage for the WNBA 
and today’s female athlete super- 
stars. A portion of the film, ac¬ 


cording to its publicist, will include 
Martina Navratilova, Billie Jean 
King, and Chris Evert discussing 
the role of lesbians in athletics. 

With the recent filing for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection 
by the American Basketball 
League (ABL), and last year’s 
demise of the Women’s Profes¬ 
sional Volleyball Association 
(WPVA), the film also looks at the 
problem of sponsorships and 
media coverage. 

Last week’s screening culminat¬ 
ed with a reception celebrating the 
Women’s Sports Foundation’s 25th 
anniversary and honoring the U.S. 
Women’s National Soccer team. 
The team was in San Jose for the 
first-ever FIFA Women’s World 
All-Star game on Sunday, February 
14 at Spartan Stadium. T

East to Eden: 


Sitges, Spain

T heir chamber of commerce 
claims that the sun shines 
300 days a year. But rain or 
shine (and I’ve been there in 
both), the Mediterranean resort 
of Sitges oozes a uniquely Spanish 
sort of charm. (Catalunya, the 
province that is home to both 
Barcelona and Sitges, is technical¬ 
ly in Spain, but is fiercely nation¬ 
alistic and its own language, 
Catalan, is used more widely than 
Castilian Spanish.) 

Sitges has been a convenient 
get-away for the residents of 
Barcelona for over a century, and 
in more recent years it has been 
discovered by an international 
crowd, among them many gay 
visitors. It is not at all unusual to 
see same-sex couples walking 
hand-in-hand in Sitges. Elsewhere 
in Spain, (which may be celebrat¬ 
ing its liberal, post-Franco period, 
but is still, after all, Roman 
Catholic), such openness is rare. 

It’s easy to get to Sitges on the 
commuter rail line that runs 
down the coast south of 
Barcelona. The ride takes about 
20 minutes. The resort is on the 
same side of the city as the 
Barcelona airport, making a trip 
to the seaside from your plane 
even quicker than the trip from 
Barcelona’s downtown ramblas. 

Traveling’s a beach 

Stretching along four kilome¬ 


ters of some of Spain’s finest 
coastline, Sitges claims 17 beach¬ 
es; at least there are 17 different 
names for the gorgeous stretches 
of white sand and fine pebbles. I 
stayed on the remote beach in the 
northernmost part of town, Playa 
San Sebastian. This stretch of the 
town lies beyond the signature 
coastal promontory where the 
parochial church sends a phallic 
tower into the air above Sitges. 

San Sebastian also has some of 
the most delightful beaches, 
somewhat more secluded than 
those in the center of town. The 
coast is lined with palm trees and 
features crystal clear turquoise 
water at just the right swimming 
temperature. Bake your brains out 


on the beach, then duck into a 
seaside restaurant for the local 
seafood and tapas. 

Even in the pouring rain that 
dampened our last day in Sitges, 
the atmosphere was festive. My 
boyfriend U.B. and I shared a 
memorable plate of arroz negro , a 
Spanish risotto tinted with squid 
ink, while we sat out the down¬ 
pour under the awning of a 
seafront restaurant. The German 
tourists had taken cover inside, 
and we had the (admittedly wet, 
but romantic) sidewalk tables to 
ourselves. 

Night life starts late in Spain, 
since it’s hard to find a restaurant 
that will serve you dinner before 
next page ►

|| i| escribe the features of Hong 
Kong and it sounds a lot like 
San Francisco. A bustling fi¬ 
nancial center. A beautiful water¬ 
front setting with mountains near¬ 
by. Great shopping and great food. 
A popular destination for tourists. 

It’s not quite the gay mecca as 
San Francisco is, but Hong Kong 
offers a lot of the same things, and 
usually more of them. Everywhere 
you look, rich tradition mingles 
with new development. The mod¬ 
ern skyline continuously and 
quickly grows taller and more col¬ 
orful, while the Star Ferry carries 
thousands of passengers across 
the water as it has for more than 
100 years. Groups of elders per¬ 
form Tai-Chi each morning as the 
sun rises and the bustle begins in 
the Central (financial) District. 

Much like San Francisco, the 
culture is significantly Asian but 
with strong European influence. 
After 150 years of British rule, 
Hong Kong was handed over to 
China in 1997, but things haven’t 
changed significantly in two years. 
Hong Kong still enjoys a more 
capitalist economy and more lib¬ 
eral society than the rest of China. 
English and Chinese are both 
dominant languages, so English- 
speaking tourists can get by easily. 

There’s much to see and do,

10 p.m. Although we are not night 
owls, I have it on good authority 
from my friend Daniel that Sitges 
has a lively after dark scene in the 
bars as well as on the beach walk, 
and the crowd shifts from bar to 
bar as the evening progresses. The 
locals are very friendly, and there 
are lots of small places to explore 
if you want to get away from other 
tourists. 

The bars present a pretty mixed 
scene (men and women) except for 
the more Levi/leather type bars, 
which are male-dominated. Try El 
Homo. My friend notes that, “Ac¬ 
cording to my extensive qualitative 
research, Spanish men are the best 
kissers on the European conti¬ 
nent.” Also, Daniel says, “it’s a love¬ 
ly city for romantic nighttime 
strolls, with a local or a loved one 
that you bring with you.” 

We stayed right on the beach in 
San Sebastian in the toney Hotel 
Tryp San Sebastian Playa. For a 
taste of local “modernismo,” the 
Spanish version of art nouveau, 
book a room at El Xalet, a convert¬ 
ed mansion where one can also 
dine al fresco in a piss-elegant 
restaurant surrounding a swim¬ 
ming pool. For more local color, 
one of the finest seafood restau¬ 
rants (recommended by a local gay 
resident) is El Velero, right on the 
beach walk, the Passeig de la Rivera. 

When you tire of sybaritic 
pleasures, there are also three mu¬ 
seums located at the peak of the 
picturesque cape: the Museu Cau 
Ferrat (a historical museum), the 
Museu Maricel (the municipal art 
gallery), and the Museu Romantic 
(a 19th-century Catalan house 
and doll collection). ▼

gay tourists from California might 
enjoy in the “City of Life.” 

Shopping 

As Asia’s premier commercial 
center (with no sales tax!), shop¬ 
ping is the #1 tourist activity. If 
you want to buy it, it’s here to be 
sold, and probably at an attractive 
price. Merchants in the Kowloon 
District (at the tip of the main¬ 
land) aggressively woo customers 
into their stores to purchase cus¬ 
tom-made suits, jewelry, and elec¬ 
tronics. For a more formal shop¬ 
ping experience, indoor shopping 
malls are around every corner. 
And the night market on Temple 
Street is yet another unique shop¬ 
ping experience. 

At the street-level shops, prices 
are never set in stone. Buyers 
should always haggle, and buying 
multiple items or paying with 
cash is the best way to get the low¬ 
est prices. 

Although Hong Kong doesn’t 
have a gay district to compare 
with the Castro, gay Hong Kong 
men aren’t shy about cruising as 
you walk down the street or 
through a shopping mall. And 
hints of “tong zhi” (homosexuali¬ 
ty) regularly show up as you work 
your way through the city. 

Asian gay magazines (includ¬ 
ing male pornography) can be 
found at many of the newsstands 
on corners and in alleyways. On 
the busy street markets, one can 
easily find sexually-themed trin¬ 
kets (such as carved stone figures 
in a “69” position) in male-female 
and male-male pairs. 

If you need a wide selection of 
gay merchandise, Hong Kong’s 
only apparent “gay store” is The 
General Club, on the 10th floor of 
an old office building at 447 Hen- 
nessy Road in Causeway Bay. Once 
you find the mirrored door of the 
store, you must ring a doorbell to 
be buzzed in. Inside, you’ll find 
magazines and books, videos and 
CD-ROMs, greeting cards, sexual 
toys, and a few clothing items. 

Eating 

After shopping comes eating, 
and the options are plentiful. 
Choices range from inexpensive 
rice or noodle dishes to dim sum 
to extravagant seafood. For a spe¬ 
cial treat, visit one of Hong Kong’s 
fish markets to pick out your 
catch while it’s still swimming. 
Your vendor will deliver it to a 
nearby restaurant where you can 
order it cooked any way you like. 

For the ultimate in Chinese 
camp, don’t miss Jumbo, a large 
restaurant that floats in Aberdeen 
Harbor (on the back side of Hong 
Kong island). Heavily ornament¬ 
ed and lit up at night as if on the 
Las Vegas Strip, it’s one of Hong 
Kong’s most notorious restau¬ 


rants. The food isn’t the best, but 
the prices aren’t bad and the ex¬ 
perience won’t be forgotten. 

Touring 

Although much of Hong Kong 
is a dense urban center, small 
parks and plazas are scattered 
around offering a refreshing break 
from the bustle. To get away from 
the crowds, a short (and inexpen¬ 
sive) bus or tram ride on Hong 
Kong Island can take you to more 
peaceful areas. 

Overlooking the city is Victo¬ 
ria Peak, Hong Kong’s equivalent 
of San Francisco’s Twin Peaks. 
The 1,300-foot summit is higher 
than Twin Peaks and much closer 
to the towering high-rises of the 
Central District. The views are 
spectacular, especially at night. 
You can drive or take a bus to the 
top, but the Peak Tram is the most 
dramatic means of ascent, climb¬ 
ing up the amazingly steep hillside 
in about eight minutes. 

On the back side of Victoria 
Peak are Hong Kong’s less-devel¬ 
oped areas, including smaller vil¬ 
lages and relaxing beaches. If 
you’re into swimming or sun¬ 
bathing, you’ll find peaceful 
refuge, warm water and well- 
groomed sand in the small town 
of Chek-Oh or at the more resort¬ 
like Repulse Bay. 

Stanley Beach is also a popular 
destination, particularly for its 
proximity to Stanley Village, a 
large (but relatively quiet) shop¬ 
ping area where you can again find 
most any kind of souvenirs, jewel¬ 
ry, clothing, jade, silks, and food. 

To really get away from the city, 
take a ferry to the south side of 
Lantau Island for hiking through 
Hong Kong’s unspoiled nature. 
For a more spiritual experience, 
get transportation to the Big Bud¬ 
dha, the largest outdoor seated 
bronze Buddha in the world, 
which looks out from a high hill¬ 
top in the island’s interior. 

Night life 

A few gay and gay-friendly 
night spots are scattered around 
Hong Kong, but much of Hong 
Kong’s gay night life takes place at 
three clubs all within two blocks 
of each other in the Central Dis¬ 
trict. The early crowd starts out at 
Zip (2 Glenealy Street), a hip, 


artsy spot with an outdoor din¬ 
ing/sitting area. 

From there, the men move on 
to The Works (30-32 Wyndham 
Street, upstairs), made up of a 
labyrinth of rooms and corridors 
with men and music at every turn. 
You can dance, sit at the bar, or 
find a quiet table to sit and chat. 

Finally, follow the crowd to 
Propaganda (1 Hollywood Road, 
enter the back of the building). 
Propaganda is the newest addi¬ 
tion to Hong Kong’s gay scene, 
with a large round dance floor on 
one side and a quieter sit-down 
section on the other. 

Crowds at the clubs are almost 
entirely male and mostly Asian, 
but you’ll also see a number of 
tourists and expatriates. Be pre¬ 
pared to pay up to $15 in cover 
charges at some clubs (which 
might include your first drink), 
and $6-$10 for drinks. 

Getting there 

Cathay Pacific flies non-stop 
from San Francisco International 
Airport (SFO) to the new Hong 
Kong International Airport. (So 
does United Airlines, but it’s the 
last choice of any well-informed 
gay traveler.) The new airport, 
which opened just last summer, is 
breathtakingly huge, ultra-mod¬ 
ern, and designed to be extra user- 
friendly. 

If you’re interested in other 
Asian destinations while on your 
trip, Hong Kong’s new airport is 
an excellent choice as a hub. 
Cathay Pacific, which just began 
its SFO service last December, of¬ 
fers a 21-day “All-Asia” pass which 
includes your flight to Hong Kong 
and unlimited travel to other 
Asian destinations. 

No matter when you might 
visit Hong Kong, pack lightly, as 
the weather is quite warm and 
humid year-round. And don’t for¬ 
get to pack an extra empty bag to 
bring back all your purchases. T

''f- he Atlantic and the Indian 
oceans meet, sometimes vio¬ 
lently, at the Cape of Gdod 
Hope, a peninsula lying at the 
southern tip of the African conti¬ 
nent. 

Cape Town, one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world, has 
already been dubbed “the gay cap¬ 
ital of Africa.” Others refer to it as 
the African San Francisco, and it 
is not hard to picture Cape Town 
as the gay capital of the world in 
the not too distant future. 

Since the end of apartheid in 
1994, Cape Town has rapidly be¬ 
come a favorite destination for 
tourists from all over the world. 
They come in droves to see the 
unforgettable scenery and the mix 
of races and cultures that thrive 
there. 

The best months to visit Cape 
Town are probably February, 
March, and April because temper¬ 
atures are not too high, the nights 
are pleasant, and the famous 
south-easterly winds, called “the 
Cape doctor,” are not so violent. 

Gay and gay-friendly 

Cape Town, called the “Moth¬ 
er City” by South Africans, is well- 
known for its liberal treatment of 
gays and lesbians who are able to 
enjoy more freedom here than 
anywhere else in Africa. There are 
many gay bars and clubs, massage 
parlors, and exclusive gay and les¬ 
bian accommodations. 

Capetonians have long recog¬ 
nized this segment of an extreme¬ 
ly lucrative market, especially 
from West Europe and the United 
States, and do their best to pro¬ 
vide a better kind of service to 
their gay and lesbian customers. 

Cape Town has much to offer, 
magnificent tours, an excellent 
hospitality industry and last, but 
not least - the fact that South 
Africa recently adopted an 
amendment to its constitution, 
recognizing gay and lesbian rights. 

Such a constitutional amend¬ 
ment is unique for Africa, where 
in many countries - such as Zim¬ 
babwe, Zambia, and Namibia - 
homosexuals are still being prose¬ 
cuted in court. 

Cape Town already has several 
travel agencies that organize tours 
for gays and lesbians, not only in 
that particular region, but in sev¬ 
eral neighboring countries as well. 

Most of these travel agencies, 
such as the South African Man 
Holidays (Telephone: 434-1082), 
Dumile African Voyages (4233- 
905; P.O. Box 21673), Africa Out¬ 
ing (614-028, 683-7377) are gay- 
owned. 

There are accommodations in 
almost every price range - start¬ 
ing from the elegant and expen¬ 
sive guest houses and lodges in 
the posh suburbs of Cape Town, 
to more modest lodgings for the 
traveler on a budget. 

Almost exclusively gay accom¬ 
modation can be found at 65 
Kloof Guest House (27021- 
4340815), situated under the fa¬ 
mous Lion’s Head in Cape Town, 
just five minutes away from the 
many bars and restaurants of Sea 
Point. A 10-minute ride from the 
guest house, which boasts a pri¬ 
vate pool, will take you to Clifton’s 
sandy beaches. 

The Amsterdam and the Quar¬ 
ters Guest Houses also offer ex¬ 
clusively gay accommodation, and 
there is a long list of similar guest 
houses and lodges (Avanti, Verona 


Lodge, Parker’s Cottage, and Lady 
Victoria Guest House) that claim 
to be gay and lesbian-friendly. 

At the Amsterdam Guest 
House (19 Forest Road, Oran- 
jezicht 8001, Cape Town, 
2721461-8236) all the rooms are 
equipped with TV sets, including 
a satellite channel as well as an in- 
house movie channel. 

Usually, the beds are queen¬ 
sized, and the current price is 300 
South African rands (1 U.S. dollar 
equates to about six South African 
rands) per person sharing, or 500 
rands for a single. However, there 
are also cheaper rooms to be had, 
for example 150 rands per person 
sharing and 175 rands for a single. 

The gay Sandy Bay beach is 
close to the guest house and, after 
a relaxing time sunbathing and 
swimming, you and your partner 
may soothe those aching muscles 
even further in a Jacuzzi, sauna, or 
steamroom. 

The Lady Victoria Guest 
House (27021-4233814), built in 
1902, is situated on the slopes of 
Table Mountain (near city cen¬ 
ter). Single rooms may be pro¬ 
cured from 220 rands onwards, 
and double room from 150 rands 
per person (these prices include 
breakfast). 

Once you have unpacked your 
suitcases and rested, most travel¬ 
ers would advise you to run over 
to one of the local bars, such as 
Priscilla’s, for a little pick-me-up. 
Priscilla’s bar can be found in 196 
Loop Street (021222378), in an 
old part of the city, built at the be¬ 
ginning of the last century. It has, 
however, been renovated and is 
now a great coffee bar. It is open 
every night from 5 p.m. until late. 

Whichever dish you choose 
from the menu, be it the home¬ 
made soup, the chili duck liver, 
the house specialty, like calamari 
steak or aubergine mille feuille, it 
will cost you just between $3 and 
$9 per dish. Tea costs $1, an 
espresso even less. 

Angels, according to Capetoni¬ 
ans, is the most popular and the 
largest gay club in town. It is lo¬ 
cated on the corner of Napier and 
Somerset streets (4198547) and 
offers excellent entertainment 
with a wide variety of shows. 

Cafe Manhattan is also a pop¬ 
ular bar, close to Angels, on the 
corner of Dixon and Waterkrant 
streets (236666). It has live enter¬ 
tainment and claims to have “the 
best meals in town at the best 
prices.” 

The Brunswick gay bar boasts 
drag shows and can be found at 
17 Bree Street, Cape Town 
(252739). It advertises a male strip 
show on Wednesdays, and on 
Thursday nights you can see the 
Brunswick Follies (drag show, 
mime and cabaret) and Sunday 
nights are reserved for the Glitter 
Sisters. 

Detour is well-known for its 
fashionable Gay Techno Dance 


Floor (4198547) or you can visit 
other bars, such as Dominoes and 
The Loft. 

The Victoria and Alfred Water¬ 
front is also a favorite spot for 
tourists where you can try out the 
wide variety of restaurants, night 
clubs and bars - with food and 
fun to everyone’s taste. 

After a long and exhausting 
night, you can regroup at the 
Long Street Turkish Baths 
(4003302). Women are welcome 
on Mondays, Thursdays and Sat¬ 
urdays, while men go on Tues¬ 
days, Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays. 

If you are feeling lonely, Gay 
Introductory and Telephone Ser¬ 
vices may be able to assist you. 
The Phone Bridge (4347759) is 
one of the local, online dating ser¬ 
vices in South Africa. 

Several community organiza¬ 
tions are very active in Cape 
Town, offering counseling and 
other services. The Triangle Pro¬ 
ject (448 3812) is a social support 
for homosexuals. There is also 
Abigale - the Association of Bi¬ 
sexuals, Gays and Lesbians 
(Theresa - tel: 424 1532), OLGA 
- Organization for Lesbian and 
Gay Action (PO Box 7315, Rogge- 
baai, 8012), the Gay and Lesbian 
Youth Group which offers social 
support for people under the age 
of 20 (Clayton - tel: 4480505), 
and the Lesbian Action Project - 
Lesbian Forum and Support 
Group (Jo - tel: 6854252). 

Miscellany 

Over 80 airlines, from all over 
the world, fly to Johannesburg 
while 20 or so have flights to Cape 
Town. If you leave the plane in Jo¬ 
hannesburg, the City of Gold, you 
can catch one of many connecting 
flights to Cape Town, or take a 
luxury train ride, going 2,000 
kilometers southwards, to the 
coast. 

There is a shuttle service from 
the Cape Town airport, which is 
17 kilometers away, to the city. For 
those who don’t intend to rent a 
car, it is best to use the shuttle ser¬ 
vice as taxi fares are very high in 
Cape Town. 

However, before you jump 
onto a plane bound for Africa, it 
is advisable to know some facts. 

Most banks accept travelers’ 
checks, usually charging a com¬ 
mission of around 1 percent. Re¬ 
member to keep your exchange 
receipts as you will need them 
when you reconvert your rands 
when you leave. 

A value added tax (VAT) of 14 
percent is added onto all goods 
and services except for certain 
basic commodities. Visitors from 
abroad may reclaim the VAT on 
purchases with a total value ex¬ 
ceeding 250 rands at their point of 
departure. Keep this in mind - do 
not throw away the original tax in¬ 
voice from the shop as, often, you

Los Angeles

M uch has been said about 
Hollywood’s fall from 
heaven. Los Angeles, once 
the world’s dream of a perfect 
modern city, turned into a post¬ 
modern nightmare almost 
overnight: those high speed .free¬ 
ways backed up with traffic jams as 
the smog setded in, while carjack¬ 
ings stole the joy out of driving 
convertibles down Rodeo Drive. 

Today, LA is pulling out of its 
post-paradise panic with a breath 
of nostalgic air: historic vehicles 
are back, celebrity spotting is in, 
and there are nightclubs and 
restaurants glorifying every decade 
of the century. Nowhere is retro 
raging more readily than in the city 
of West Hollywood, known by 
star-chasing locals as WeHo. It’s 
the true home of the Hollywood 
deco so romanticized by such re¬ 
cent films as LA Confidential, and 
it’s the perfect place to begin an ex¬ 
ploration of the vast metropolis of 
LA. Besides, it’s just about the only 
place in the city where you have a 
sense of a there there. 

Now, if you’ve ever been to LA, 
you know that there’s almost no 
such thing as being “centrally lo¬ 
cated.” The county is composed of 


92 cities, yet they are all really one 
big city, no matter how they each 
try to stand on their own. Every¬ 
thing you want to do and see is 
spread out in all conceivable di¬ 
rections, and it’s not hard to 
imagine filling up the gas tank on 
your rental car at least once a day, 
even if you never go as far as Dis¬ 
neyland. West Hollywood is 
unique in that it’s a place where 
you can actually park your car 
and walk from shop to cafe to 
restaurant to bar to disco. In fact, 
a new revitalization project is un¬ 
derway, and Santa Monica Boule¬ 
vard’s sidewalks will be widened a 
la Champs-Elysees, encouraging a 
Hollywood unheard of: strolling. 

Los Angeles is simply the 
strangest place on the planet, and 
no visit fails to unearth a new sur¬ 
prise. On my most recent trip I 
noticed that most of the waiters 
and other service professionals, 
many of them frustrated actors 
and producers, had their eyebrows 
plucked and shaved. Whatever. 

Since they’re all such good ac¬ 
tors, it actually works; their ser¬ 
vice with a smile is so pleasantly 
professional, their appearance so 
consciously coifed, you’re liable to 
forget they’re acting. 

From the moment you get off 
the plane in Los Angeles, you’ll be 


hit with the car bug. “Wouldn’t 
you like to upgrade to a convert¬ 
ible for $7 a day?” my rental agent 
asked me. I had the feeling that 
saying no meant I didn’t know 
how to live. But while I enjoy the 
adventure of crossing the vast me¬ 
tropolis from Venice Beach to Sil- 
verlake with the wind in my hair, 
I’m happier with the windows 
closed and the smog outside, 
thank you. Each night, I pulled 
my neon sub-compact into the 
parking garage of the Ramada 
West Hollywood and turned off 
the engine with a sigh of relief. 
Not only is the Ramada the most 
centrally located hotel, it’s the 
only one with balconied suites 
overlooking the boulevard. These 
come in handy when LA’s gay 
pride parade goes past in June and 
again on Halloween when the 
streets are shut off to accommo¬ 
date tens of thousands of mid¬ 
night revelers. When you hear 
“Ramada,” you think “cheap.” In¬ 
deed, the hotel is less pricey than 
others of similar standard, but the 
nice surprise is that it’s been re¬ 
decorated in a boutique style. 
When a friend met me in the 
lobby, he observed, “It’s so WeHo.” 

You could say the same thing 
about a lot of the clubs and bars in 
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Cape Town

may be asked to show the items on 
which refunds are claimed. 

No visas are required for trav¬ 
elers from Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada, the United 
States, Japan, and the EEC for vis¬ 
its up to 90 days.

other species call Kruger National 
Park home. If you are more the 
adventurous type, Kruger Park is 
a must-see. 

Established 100 years ago by 
Paul Kruger, the ex-president of 
the former Transvaal Republic, 
the park is situated in the low 
veldt region of the Mpumalanga 
province, between the Limpopo 
and Crocodile rivers. Plan to stay 
at least three to four days if you go 
on an organized tour of its two 
million acres, or 20,000 square 
kilometers. 

There are so many other game 


parks and beautiful nature pre¬ 
serves to be seen in South Africa 
that it is best to decide beforehand 
which ones you want to see dur¬ 
ing your visit. 

Speaking of wildlife (but in a 
different kind of way), don’t forget 
to stash away some condoms when 
you pack for your trip, because 
South Africa recendy had to return 
four million faulty condoms to the 
manufacturer in India. ▼ 


Footprints, a travel agency for 
gay and lesbian travelers, will 
lead tours through South 
Africa, including Cape Town, in 
May and September.

Barrier contraception should always be 
used in combination with other methods of contraception. 

Talk to your doctor when you start taking SUSTIVA. 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including 
ones for HIV). Always tell your doctor if you are taking, starting 
or changing any prescription or non-prescription medicine 
when taking SUSTIVA. Your doctor may change your medicines 
or change their dose.You should discuss your prior medical 
conditions (such as mental illness, substance abuse, hepatitis, 
etc.) with your doctor before taking SUSTIVA.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as 
your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor 
when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s 
care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the 
care of your doctor. . 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 


What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid dri¬ 
ving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 


How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com. 

Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of 
this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center or 
emergency room immediately.

town. The best way to get started is 
to walk down to A Different Light 
Bookstore and riffle through the 
dozens of Los Angeles-based pa¬ 
pers and bar rags. Like a metaphor 
for the city itself, the gay publica¬ 
tions are all over the place. There 
are too many titles and none of 
them list everything. The oldest 
publication with bar and club list¬ 
ings along with decent maps is 
Edge. For women, Female FYI is 
the best pick. Both will give you 
an introduction to major venues. 

In WeHo, two of the major gay 
bars are Rage and Micky’s. They 
start serving lunch at their side¬ 
walk cafe tables around noon and 
stay open through 2 a.m. By then, 
they’ve become crowded discos 
with people spilling out the doors 
and onto the boulevard. More 
clubby are Axis and Love Lounge. 
Both venues are located in the 
same long warehouse building 
with separate entrances and dif¬ 
ferent nightly themes, many of 
them retro events (1970s, 1980s, 
alternative.) Palms is WeHo’s only 
true lesbian bar, while Normandie 
Room attracts a strong female 
contingent and Hotbox at Fuel is 
a funky Friday night female fete. 

By day, the Pacific Design Cen¬ 
ter is the one landmark site in 
WeHo that’s not a hotel or a resi¬ 
dence. It’s LA’s answer to Chica¬ 
go’s Merchandise Mart and the 
center stage for WeHo’s $200 mil¬ 
lion decorative arts industry. 
There are more than 34 fine art 
galleries inside and plenty of in¬ 
terest to those watching the future 
of American design. If you want 
to see West Hollywood design in 
real time, check out the lobby of 
the Mondrian Hotel on the way to 
the Sky Bar or visit the fully re¬ 
stored Argyle. Both will take your 
breath away, as will frequent 
sightings of famous clientele. No 
need to talk about the prices un¬ 
less your casting agent has found 
you the lead in next year’s block¬ 
buster. An elegant, gay-friendly 
hotel across the street with prices 
slightly closer to this hemisphere 
is the Hyatt West Hollywood. 

After nightfall 

By night, WeHo serves up 
plenty of culinary delights. Mark’s 
has an elegant atmosphere, and its 
half-price Mondays are appropri¬ 
ately packed. The shame of 
searching for a bargain has finally 
started to disappear along with 
the once exhausting obsession 
with nouvelle cuisine. Instead of 
finding carrots cut into 16 slivers 
on your plate, expect full rich 
foods in heavy sauces and cream. 
The Cobalt Lounge is a spin-off of 
Cobalt Cantina in Silverlake. Both 
locations make up for the healthy 
ingredients in their hearty Cali- 
fornia-style Mexican dishes with 
more-than-American-sized por¬ 
tions. The French Quarter has 
been around forever and is still ir¬ 
resistible. Where else can you 
order American diner staples in 
French while watching gay guys 
try on tight club clothes in LA’s 
version of a New Orleans court¬ 
yard? And with this kind of food 
on the menu, how do the men 
manage to stay so buff? Maybe it’s 
the unusually high ratio of gyms 
to people, or maybe it’s the tight¬ 
ly cut clothes sold in local shops. 
International Male has its largest 
store here, and there are plenty of 
other stores with copycat styles at 
about a third the price. 

But while WeHo may feel too 
comfy to leave, you really do have 
to get in that car and put some 
miles on the meter if you want a 
true sense of what’s going on in 
Los Angeles. Read Where maga¬ 
zine for listings of all the major 


museums, sites, tour operators, 
restaurants and detailed maps of 
the city. Must see museums in¬ 
clude MOCA, one of the nation’s 
most important contemporary 
art museums. It’s located in the 
downtown area, and while you’re 
there, you might as well explore 
the historic birthplace of Los An¬ 
geles, El Pueblo de Los Angeles. 
Strolling down old Olvera Street 
reminds you of a time before Hol¬ 
lywood, when the city was part of 
Mexico. Not far away, the city’s 
Chinatown (which served as the 
inspiration for the film with Jack 
Nicholson and Faye Dunaway) is 
worth a peek as is Little Tokyo and 
its Japanese Village Plaza. 

If it’s your first visit to LA, 
you’ll want to do all the big tourist 
draws. The Hollywood Entertain¬ 
ment Museum is the perfect place 
to begin your tour of Hollywood 
Boulevard where many of the 
city’s historic cinemas including 
Mann’s Chinese Theater are locat¬ 
ed. From your hotel, you can get 
directions to Disneyland and Uni¬ 
versal Studios (where the house - 
or, in true Los Angeles fashion, the 
facade - from the original Psycho 
stands). They’ll also point you to 
the best spot for photographing 
the Hollywood sign and hand you 
info on tours of studios and stars’ 
houses. My favorite offering on 
the menu was “Grave Line Tours,” 
which take you in a limo hearse 
on a campy ride to the sites of 
Hollywood’s most notorious sui¬ 
cides, murders and scandals. 


My favorite place to do lunch 
in Hollywood is the sunny Off 
Vine, an elegant yet simple restau¬ 
rant in an historic house set back 
from the street. Judging from the 
hearty food and understated tra¬ 
ditional decor, you could just as 
easily be in a country home in an 
East Coast fishing village as in the 
middle of Hollywood were it not 
for the bits of overheard conver¬ 
sations between agents, actors, 
producers and directors all 
around you. 

Other LA musts: Museum 
square, featuring LACMA, the 
largest collection of art in the 
United States west of the Missis¬ 
sippi. Recently it was the only U.S. 
museum outside of Washington 
to exhibit the Van Gogh collection 
on loan from Amsterdam. Next 
door at the Page Museum, you’ll 
find a much older exhibit: the La 
Brea Tar Pits, one of the richest 
fossil deposits in the world. Here, 
you can watch researchers 
painstakingly piece together frag¬ 
ments of 40,000-year-old bones 
preserved miraculously in the Pa¬ 
leolithic tar, safe from urban 
decay. 

To get a complete sense of just 
how far LA stretches out, go up to 
Griffith Park for a view from the 
observatory where Rebel Without 
a Cause was shot. Not far away (at 
least not in LA terms) is my fa¬ 
vorite offbeat site in the city, For¬ 
est Lawn Memorial Park in Glen¬ 
dale. The giant stained glass re¬ 
production of the Last Supper is a 


kitsch masterpiece. At set showing 
times, the curtains begin to part 
slowly as the lights swell and the 
music soars, revealing Jesus 
miraculously illuminated among 
his disciples in all the garish col¬ 
ors of the spectrum. 

The new Getty Museum is an¬ 
other museum with a view. You 
need parking reservations about a 
month in advance. While the col¬ 
lection is all but drowned out in 
the complex cluster of high-tech 
buildings, the cacti gardens and 
elegant restaurant alone are worth 
the trip. Entrance is free and park¬ 
ing is $5. There are some stunning 
views down to Westwood, espe¬ 
cially during sunset. The gauze¬ 
like filter of all that smog creates 
some beautiful twilight effects. 

Way off the tourist trail, just 
east of Hollywood, is Silverlake, 
home to Los Angeles’s leather 
community as well as the alterna¬ 
tive music and avant garde art 
scenes. Akbar is probably the “art- 
siest” gay bar in the city of LA. 
Leather bars include Cuffs, the 
Garage, Detour (the oldest gay bar 
in LA) and Gauntlet II. There’s 
been some furor over recent ef¬ 
forts to close down the numerous 
sex clubs that have popped up in 
the neighborhood, and the heat 
has been suddenly turned on the 
bars. But the community is hold¬ 
ing tight and Silverlake remains a 
casual, comfortable alternative to 
brushing shoulders with heavily 
processed stars. Still, watch your 
back and park close to the venue 


of your choice, as gay bashings 
have been known to happen here 
with alarming regularity. Since 
there are no hotels to speak of in 
Silverlake, you’ll probably want to 
drive back west into the sunset be¬ 
fore calling it a night. 

Santa Monica and Venice are 
two perfect beachside communi¬ 
ties where the sun can be seen 
dipping under the horizon. There 
are plenty of shops and galleries 
in Santa Monica, including Berg¬ 
amot Station: a former train sta¬ 
tion turned art museum/gallery 
complex. The Third Street prom¬ 
enade is always active, and Santa 
Monica Pier is a landmark 1908 
building which is still home to 
plenty of coastal amusements. 
Venice Beach is home to yet more 
trendy restaurants, shops and gal¬ 
leries, many of them along the 
popular Ocean Front Walk, an¬ 
other of the rare spots in LA 
where locals have actually been 
known to temporarily abandon 
their cars. And retro trends have 
caught LA residents so off guard, 
that some are even opting out of 
taxi cabs in favor of a good old- 
fashioned walk back to wherever 
they parked! Nothing in truly sa¬ 
cred in Los Angeles, after all. T

F rench-Canadians will wow 
you with their high standard 
of living. They will impress 
you with a clean and organized 
urban center. They will entice you 
with sexy accents. They will mod¬ 
estly explain their delightful social 
graces as simply a byproduct of 
their French background. But the 
true foundation runs deeper than 
that. About 14 feet deeper - to the 
underground malls that sun for 19 
miles (yes, that’s right, 19 miles) 
underneath the city of Montreal.

You don’t even have to use the 
phrase “old world charm” when 
describing the city to friends back 
home, even though that’s really 
quite impossible to do. 

You can be completely oblivi¬ 
ous to culture and still have a 
great time. The sales are great, and 
with the dollar so strong, it’s like 
getting 30 percent off all the time. 
The bars and saunas are packed 
with cute guys with accents, and 
anecdotal evidence says you will 
get laid. And then, with the fash¬ 
ionable togs that you got on sale, 
and your fashionable man (prices 
may vary), you can stroll through 
narrow cobblestone streets, relax 
on wrought-iron benches facing

bars are men-only, and woe be it to 
the poor woman who dares infil¬ 
trate. (Curious as to what goes on 
in there, I snuck in. I was shocked 
and appalled. There was nothing 
going on! A couple of guys were 
playing pool under the flickering 
images of a bad porno. I guess I’ll 
have to gouge my eyes out now.) 

The rest of the bars are more 
open, and it’s not uncommon to 
see heterosexual couples cutting 
the rug. The Sky Pub, 1474 rue 
Ste. Catherine Est, has two floors 
of dance space with different 
themes. Upstairs, the Sky Club 
room is where all those who are 
really into The Cure go to dance 
to techno. Those who are so over 
that can head downstairs to the 
Cabaret room, where smiling drag 
queens preside over the festivities. 
Here is where real dance music 
lives: Madonna, the Village Peo¬ 
ple, Gloria Gaynor. Be ready to 
plug your ears during “I Will Sur¬ 
vive” - when you get to the part 
where Gaynor pauses dramatical¬ 
ly before belting out, “Ooooooh, I 
will survive,” the sigh from the au¬ 
dience is deafening. 

Quebec City 

Look up “quaint” in the dictio¬ 
nary. Right next to it will be a pic¬ 
ture of Quebec City, complete 
with narrow, winding cobblestone 
streets, flowerpots on windowsills, 
and French-type people doing 
French-type things, like sporting 
little Maurice Chevalier mustach¬ 
es while wrapping your packages 
in stiff white paper. 

Like much of the province, the 
city is very hilly, and in many 
parts so steep that large cars have 
a hard time getting down. The old 
town, where all the historical ac¬ 
tion is, is right on top of the river, 
and as it rises toward the newer 
parts of the city (“new,” in this 
case is relative, meaning as recent 
as the 19th century), you get some 
beautiful views of the St. 
Lawrence, especially at night, 
when the lamps on the boardwalk 
illuminate passing ships. 

A guided walking tour is the 
best way to see the old town. You 
can try to do it on your own, but 
then you’ll miss some of the most 
important facts of the city - like 
where the prostitutes lived, and 
who was having an affair with 
whom while Benedict Arnold got 
shot. Charles Adlard, of Adlard 
Tours, (800-816-2358) is the man 
who knows all the historical dirt, 
and he’s more than happy to tell 
you. Quite possibly the best tour 
guide in the city, 

Adlard’s British humor and in¬ 
teractive style make for a very en¬ 
joyable two hours - he even in¬ 
vites you into his home for 
lemonade on hot days. Besides, 
his tour company is very gay- 
friendly, so you don’t have to 
worry about holding your 
boyfriend’s hand when he calls on 
you to help reenact the fall of the 
French troops. 

From walking around, you’ll 
find that the city is shaped like a tri-

The food, too, is completely 
over the top, but in a good way. 
For exotic Canadian fare, try the 
buffalo at South Beach Restau¬ 
rant, 1310 rue Maisonneuve Est, a 
tapas restaurant with really cute 
waiters, or go to Bazou, 2004 
Hote-de-Ville, a cozy eclectic 
place with kitschy accessories on 
the walls and tender ostrich steak 
on the menu. If classic refinement 
is more your style, you’ll find your 
cup of tea at the hoity-toity Ritz- 
Carlton’s Jardin du Ritz, 1228 rue 
Sherbrook Ouest. At noon, well- 
dressed business types and well- 
heeled ladies-who-lunch munch 
on pate and salads garnished with 
edible flowers (which may or may 
not be from the garden itself) 
while baby ducklings swim under 
the bridge of a little pond. 

The nightlife here is what 
you’d expect from a major city. 
The gay village is quite large and 
caters to a very mixed clientele. 
There are free gay publications all 
over the place, although most are 
in French. It won’t take you too 
long to orient yourself in English, 
however. Ask anyone (everyone, 
especially in the tourist industry, 
speaks English) where the gay vil¬ 
lage is - Montrealers are so polite 
they’ll probably walk you there 
themselves. Most of the action is 
centered on Rue Ste. Catherine, 
and there are three Metro stops 
within walking distance. (Like 
other gay neighborhoods world¬ 
wide, this used to be a run-down, 
working class area until all the gay 
bars and restaurants turned it into 
a hip nightspot.)

Paris. 

Quebec - all the fun of Eu¬ 
rope, but with no jet lag or body 
odor. 

Montreal 

The largest city in the province 
of Quebec, Montreal boasts all the 
major attractions of any huge me¬ 
tropolis: museums, concerts, fes¬ 
tivals, great shopping, and a busy 
nighdife. But it’s a city that seems 
out of context. Surrounding this 
completely modern city are an¬ 
cient hills, natural beauty, and 
15 th century chateaux and 
churches. The dichotomy gives 
the town a feeling of complete 
decadence - dancing wildly in the 
modern nightclubs housed in 
buildings older than the United 
States, eating great food in beauti¬ 
fully appointed castles, you feel 
like an ancient Roman emperor. 
“More food,” you yell, licking off 
the menu, meat juices running 
down your fingers. “More wine, 
more dancing boys.” Worry not, 
all your needs will be filled. 

Montreal is great for the glut¬ 
tonous senses - shopping, eating, 
revelry. The 19 miles of under¬ 
ground malls are filled with 
restaurants, movie theaters, and 
major hotels. Travelers to the un¬ 
derground city can spend an en¬ 
tire snowy day here (all of January 
could pass before you’d come out 
to see your shadow) and as the 
Underground City, linked to every 
major attraction from Olympic 
Stadium to The Molson Centre - 
the home of the Montreal Cana¬ 
dians hockey team - you can see 
the entire city without having to 
bundle up. 

Shopping is a major draw here, 
not only because walking through 
it all would give you buns of steel, 
but the American dollar is so 
strong now (one Canadian dollar 
is about 66 American cents) that 
everything is on sale. And since 
Canadian clothing stores are so 
influenced by European fashion , 
the sales are better than what 
you’d find south of the U.S.- 
Canada border. 
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Spend a weekend some other time: 

Toronto

I n many ways, a Canadian vaca¬ 
tion feels more like a change of 
time than a change of scene. 
Almost like the plot and set¬ 
ting of the movie Pleasantville, 
Canada offers what might be 
called “America Lite,” a mostly-fa¬ 
miliar landscape that seems 
somehow unpolluted and un¬ 
spoiled - one might even say nos¬ 
talgic. Even the most jaundiced 
United States resident must come 
away from a Canadian visit some¬ 
what envious of the civility and 
courtesy that are so abundant 
north of our border. 

Not that Canadians are, like 
Pleasantville residents, mired in 
the past - they embrace the infor¬ 
mation age as enthusiastically as 
anyone - but the country and its 
residents mostly avoided the dis¬ 
information age that the U.S. went 
through in the last half-century. 
Because their society was spared 
the constant bruising and bandag¬ 
ing of the Vietnam War, the Cold 
War, the McCarthy hearings, com¬ 
munist blacklists, civil rights 
demonstrations, lynchings, and 
assassinations, Canadians were 
able to spend their time coming to 
an appreciation of life’s subtler 
pleasures, and of each other. 

Their multi-cultural world¬ 
view seems almost Utopian in this 
time of world Balkanization, and 
is almost the only thing Canadi¬ 
ans routinely brag about. They 
delight in saying they have some¬ 
thing better than America’s 
much-vaunted “melting pot”: 
theirs is a “cultural mosaic” that 
allows each group and every indi¬ 
vidual a chance to shine with its 
distinctions intact. 

Even the prices seem nostalgic, 
because the Canadian dollar is 
languishing at about 60 U.S. cents 
at the moment. 

As Canada’s largest city, Toron¬ 
to is a good microcosm of the 
whole country: it has some of 
everything, neatly displayed and 
easily accessible. As such, it is a 
perfect destination for a traveler 
who has a lot of vacation criteria 
(some culture, some sports, some 
sex, some rest and relaxation) but 
not much time. A three- or four- 
day weekend in the city can make 
any American feel pampered, re¬ 
freshed, and refueled. And when 
it’s time to leave, most resolve to 
bring some of that civility back to 
the United States. 


Coming ... and staying 

Getting to all that civility is 
easy: a half-dozen different airlines 
serve the city, including Air Cana¬ 
da, Canadian Air, Continental, 
USAir, American, and even (at last 
resort) United (the carrier cur¬ 
rently suing San Francisco over the 
city’s equal benefits ordinance). 
Once there, hotels and guesthous¬ 
es are abundant, and - like all of 
Canada - attractively priced. 

If Toronto is a microcosm of 
Canada, the Royal York Hotel is a 
microcosm of Toronto. It, too, is 
friendly, clean, modern - but not 
too modern - and efficient 
enough to compensate for its 
enormity. Nestled downtown near 
the city’s financial district, its 
choice location is appreciated by 
tourists as well as businesspeople. 
One of the grand hotels built by 
the Canadian National railroad 
company, Arthur Haley spent 
weeks researching his novel Hotel 
there, seeing first-hand how it 
copes with the demands of thou¬ 
sands of lodgers every day. Haley 
made a wise choice, since it is dif¬ 
ficult to imagine any other hotel 
tending to its guests more effi¬ 
ciently or diligendy (although one 
would have to be researching a 
project behind the scenes to see 
any evidence of the labor in¬ 
volved, since the machinery 
whirls unseen for most people 
staying there). 

On the other hand, gay visitors 
might want to spend their long 
weekend someplace even warmer 
and more intimate, in the heart of 
the gay district. In that case, they 
would do well to consider the 
Cawthra Square Bed & Breakfast, 
lovingly and efficiendy run by Ric 
Tremaine. The Cawthra square 
consists of two beautifully renovat¬ 
ed historic buildings that combine 
centuries-old details with new-mil- 
lennium improvements like com¬ 
puter data lines. Tremaine hosts 
businesspeople and vacationers at 
the guesthouses, and helps select 
rooms based on each guest’s needs. 
The guesthouses are located near 
the gay district of Church Street - 
just beyond a handkerchief park 
where gays meet to chat, walk their 
dogs, and make future plans. 

After getting themselves set¬ 
tled, travelers may want to find 
the nearest Posh, a chain of busi¬ 
nesses that give new meanings to 
the term “soft soap sales.” Among 
its handmade soaps and cosmetic 
compounds, Posh sells “fizzy-o- 
therapy” balls for the bath that 


quickly alleviate jet lag. The base¬ 
ball-sized effervescent orbs fill the 
tub with spices, salts, and essences 
that (depending upon the variety) 
either soothe or invigorate the 
user - or users. A relaxing 15- 
minute soak with one of the balls 
is the perfect preparation for a 
walking tour of Toronto. 

Many begin by hoofing to the 
CN Tower, the landmark needle 
that provides a panoramic look at 
the entire metropolis. Stunning 
though that view might be from 
the world’s tallest building, it is 
even better to walk through the 
city’s different neighborhoods, if 
only to find out first-hand that the 
cultural mosaic concept is true. 
Pedestrians soon learn that the lan¬ 
guages they overhear are likely to 
change every few blocks, as are the 
sights and aromas from the many 
sidewalk stands, as Asian markets 
segue into Greek, and Italian into 
sub-Saharan African, in a fascinat¬ 
ing mercantile kaleidoscope. 

But if that’s not enough color, 
Toronto has museums full of hues 
in an almost limitless variety of 
subjects, from indigenous art to 
the future of technology. There is 
even a museum of shoes , and if 
that’s not a direct appeal to the 
gay sensibility, what is? 

Baths, bars, and 
theatre, oh my! 

Toronto seems to delight in 
appealing directly to gay and les¬ 
bian travelers, both during its an¬ 
nual pride festival (rumored to 
draw more than half a million 
tourists) and during the other 51 
weeks every year. 

The famous Church Street 
corridor of gay bars, restaurants, 
and shops is much longer than 
Castro Street - not that size is 
everything, but it does show how 
extensive the community is - has 
something for everyone: Reming¬ 
ton’s bar has strippers, the Tool¬ 
box and Woody’s have leather, 
and Sneakers advertises itself like 
this: “‘Chicken’ is the Specialty of 
the House! Come join us for Pool, 
Pinball, and BOYS!!!” 

Since humans don’t live on 
cruising alone, the city’s oldest gay 
and lesbian theatre, the Buddies 
in Bad Times Theatre, has been 
challenging theatergoers and set¬ 
ting new standards for performers 
for more than two decades. It lies 
around the corner from Church 
Street. 

But for those whose idea of a 
“gay play” is a verb rather than a

angle, with the old town as the tip 
and three main streets coming out 
like spokes. The remains of an old 
wall form the base of the triangle, 
and for the most part the old city 
ends there. You can spend the rest 
of the day walking along the Rue 
St.-Jean, the artsy spoke that runs 
out past the remains of the old 
walls to the “hip” neighborhood 
(which includes the gay area). 

There are fewer tourists here. 
The lamp posts have ripped flyers, 
and this is where all the ethnic 
restaurants are. Even though the 
stores and cafes have that pseudo¬ 
bohemian feel, you never forget 
you’re not in Kansas anymore. At 
the Dazibo Cafe, 526 rue St.-Jean, 
pierced students serve light lunch¬ 
es in faded 1950s-thrift decor. 
Right next door at a fresh fish 
store called Le Boucherie, 500 rue 


St.-Jean, women (who’ve proba¬ 
bly been working there since it 
opened in 1904) preside over glass 
cases of delicious looking fillets, 
while tomorrow’s lunch swims in 
a 30-gallon tank by the door. 

Right around the corner is the 
gay neighborhood, although that 
might be too broad a term for it. 
The gay bars are few, but how 
many does a town of 150,000 
need? Le Drague, 815 rue St.-Au¬ 
gustin, is the main gay bar, with a 
relaxed pub-like atmosphere. To 
get down and funky e everyone 
goes to Le Ballon Rouge, 811 rue 
St.-Jean or Le Bar Male 770 rue 
St.-Genevieve, for cruising. 

After all the work, you’ve got to 
bring the fruits of your labor to 
the Hotel Dominion (418-692- 
2224) - if nothing else he’ll com¬ 
pliment you on your choice of 
room. The California King beds 
are draped in cream-colored linen 
sheets, with a duvet so thick it 
keeps your body’s imprint after 


you get up. A night light under¬ 
neath the semi- opaque smoked 
jade countertop in the bathroom 
gives the entire room a soothing 
glow. If you’re thirsty, manager 
Richard Germain thoughtfully 
provides two cobalt blue goblets 
on a carved cherrywood tray, 
while a honey-scented candle can 
be used in oh-so-many ways. 

It’s little details like this the 
make the city so damned charm¬ 
ing And with the countryside so 
nearby, outdoor activities such as 
skiing or watching the fall colors 
are only minutes away. It’s really 
the perfect package of old, new, 
and outdoor worlds. T

Not only do they make great gifts 
for friends upon your return, they 
will also help you remember your 
lovely trip to Pleasantville while 
you’re relaxing in your bath back in

Interview with filmmaker/ 
author Clive Barker by David Lambie 


L ong before Clive Barker’s name became 
a trademark for a particularly bloody 
hybrid of the horror and science fiction 
genres, the young English writer tried 
his hand at playwriting — even forming a Lon¬ 
don theatre troupe to stage his work. The plays’ 
titles hint at the themes of the mature writer — 
horror mixed with more than a hint of transgres¬ 
sive sexuality: The History of the Devil, Crazyface 
and, with what now seems like a remarkable fore¬ 
shadowing, Frankenstein In Love. Decades later, 
the now-successful and openly gay writer/film¬ 


maker Barker read a novel about another North¬ 
ern English lad who came to Hollywood, made 
some very campy horror films, lived with a male 
lover, and then came to a tragic-comic end fully 
dressed in the bottom of his own swimming pool. 
To Barker, the life of James Whale, who kept Uni¬ 
versal Studios afloat in the thirties with a string of 
monster box office hit films — Frankenstein, The 
Bride of Frankenstein, The Invisible Man and 
Showboat — cried out to be a film. 

Barker had previously worked with a younger

W e took turns shooting”is how Greta Olafsdottir describes the division 
of labor on the disturbing documentary The Brandon Teena Story 
she directed with her lover Susan Muska. Starting in 1994, the 
roommates also took turns interviewing the film’s talking 
heads, before spending 1997 editing the film together. They now neither know 
nor care who did exactly what. 

On the phone from their West Village apartment in Manhattan, they have 
an eagerness to finish one another’s sentences that confirms this working re¬ 
lationship but belies their claim to being “interviewed out.” They have been 
following Brandon to festivals around the world since February 1998, when 
it debuted at the Berlin International Film Festival, winning the Teddy for 
best documentary. 

Brandon is a gritty 90-minute retelling of the murder of a 21-year-old 
Nebraskan who was born female but was performing a romanticized male¬ 
ness that pleased the young women s/he met when s/he moved to Falls City 
two months before her death. Unfortunately, two biologically male ac- > 
quaintances decided to end the masquerade and 

murdering her/him during the week betweei\phl^tnSa* ^hd 
Eve 1993. Two other people, Lisa Lambert andTnmp de Vine, were 
death because they were in the same house with Brandon. 

Out of journalistic punctiliousness or politically correct paranoia, the 
first thing I want to clear up is the proper descriptive of Brandon’s gender.

Jeff Stryker in the flesh at the Victoria

T oo bad there is no fast-for¬ 
ward button in the theater. 
In exchange for getting to see 
Jeff Stryker in the flesh, you have 
to forego the ability to speed 
through the plot to get to the 
good stuff. 

Jeff Stryker Does Hard Time, a 
play tailored to the talents of 
porn’s longest-running superstar, 
saves most of its good stuff for the 
finales of its two acts. Although 
the entire production runs only 
90 minutes, those minutes can 
drag as the sometimes dumb and 
often repetitive script stumbles 
forward. Whether the “good 
stuff” is good enough to warrant a 
trip to the Victoria Theatre is a 
question between each theatergo¬ 
er and his libido. 

Stryker plays Stryker in the 
play, maintaining his video per¬ 
sona as a demanding top who 
grunts things like “Suck that big 
cock” during the simulated sex 
scenes. In the story fashioned by 
Sean Michaels, the Stryker char¬ 
acter has been thrown into a San 
Francisco jail for indecent expo¬ 
sure. The other prisoners provide 
a predictable cross section, from a 
screaming queen (Fabrizio Lelli) 
to a macho hunk who hates fag¬ 
gots (Jasper Cole) to a sensitive 
gay stud (Jared Fortunato) to a 
hiphop thug who’s really a marsh¬ 
mallow (Reggae Griffin), while 
the two guards (David Ames and 
Gary Wayne Farris) have their 
own sexual agendas. 

But unlike Stryker on video, 
his stage incarnation has a sense 
of humor about himself, often 
sounding like Jack Nicholson 
being a wise guy. That makes 
sense, since the play doesn’t need 
to maintain the fantasies that give 
videos their masturbatory possi¬ 
bilities, but does need something 
to replace them. Although the 


script tries awkwardly to be seri¬ 
ous at times, mostly it’s played for 
laughs. Some of the dialogue 
earns genuine laughter, some con¬ 
nects on a so-bad-ifs-funny level, 
and some just goes kerplunk. 

Not surprisingly, the produc¬ 
tion itself is on the cheesy side, 
with a minimal set, clumsy light¬ 
ing, and a hodgepodge of musical 
cues. The performances, though, 
are earnest, displaying a commit¬ 
ment that helps sustain the shaky 
material. 

The sight of Stryker in full 
glory is saved for the end, but it’s 
unlikely anyone will feel short¬ 


changed. Arriving on stage in a 
briefly tumescent state, he bumps 
and grinds and covers his body in 
baby oil. He then works his way up 
both aisles of the theater, stroking 
his tool within inches of aisle-sit¬ 
ters’ faces. After the curtain call, 
he’s the first one to the door, 
where, still exposed, he shakes the 
hand of every theatergoer who 
may not be sure where to look. T

illian offers the confessions 
of an enigma. You always 
feel that the title character is 
holding back large swathes of 
emotional secrets even as she po¬ 
litely reveals the frank details of 
romantic intimacies. By the end of 
this intriguing 65-minute mono¬ 
logue, I didn’t feel I had a handle 
on the character. Indeed, I couldn’t 
even imagine what she looked like. 

Lillian certainly doesn’t look 
like David Cale, a willowy, beaky 
British-born performer who cre¬ 
ates his distaff heroine without the 
aid of wigs, makeup, or costumes. 
It’s not only a neat theatrical trick, 
but also a practical necessity. Cale 
wouldn’t make for a very attractive 
woman, certainly not the one who 
entices a young studmuffin into a 
sexual liaison. And so it is the 
words and their delivery that 
should fill in the portrait, but they 
never quite do so. But as Lillian 
herself says, “I’ve always felt some¬ 
thing of a mystery to myself.” 

We quickly learn that Lillian is 
a vaguely discontented middle- 
class wife who runs a second-

hand bookstore but doesn’t like to 
read. In Cale’s delivery, she 
emerges as a prim, proper, and re¬ 
served woman who would seem 
an unlikely candidate to leap into 
bed with a young man, 15 years 
her junior, who at first sight made 
her want to hold onto her purse. 

If I could never quite buy into 
Lillian’s behavior, what she has to 
say is often imbued with a sly, dry 
wit. After her first sexual en¬ 
counter with the hellion Jimmy, 


she has to admit that her husband 
is a better lover. Not that he was 
all that great. “Keith was like a re¬ 
ally good waiter in a pretty good 
restaurant” — eager to serve the 
less-than-exciting fare. 

The tale of Lillian and Jimmy 
is filled with unpredictable turns, 
including a reunion with Jimmy 
and then an encounter with his 
new wife Donna that Lillian de¬ 
scribes with an acerbic gentility. 
In Cale’s deceptively silky delivery, 
the name “Donna” emerges with 
a wicked spin. Even as mundane a 
word as “loam” can pull a laugh 
by a subtle inflection that holds 
the word up for ironic inspection. 

Directed with a light touch by 
Joe Mantello, Lillian earned Cale 
strong reviews in New York and 
Chicago before his San Francisco 
engagement. It is a performance 
that can seduce an audience into 
feeling privileged to share a part 
of Lillian’s life, even if it’s a life 
that doesn’t always feel lived. ▼

I t’s been a bit more than 20 
years since Harvey Milk was 
murdered, a little less than 20 
since the plague first exploded on 
our awareness. A great late-night 
activity, in that dark midnight of 
the soul, is to wonder what might 
have happened had he been alive 
when AIDS decimated the com¬ 
munity. What might our politics 
have been had we been able to 
build on his legacy, 
rather than spend our 
efforts and our treasure 
fighting a disease. In an 
odd way, AIDS put Har¬ 
vey Milk securely in the 
past, as if the political 
fight he waged was over, 
won, no longer impor¬ 
tant. 

Playwright/lyricist 
Dan Pruitt and 
composer Patrick 
Hutchison decided that Milk’s 
legacy had been obscured by a 
great wash of death, and needed 
to be represented, especially to 
new audiences who knew little or 
nothing about pre-AIDS gay pol¬ 
itics. The Harvey Milk Show, a play 
with music, runs at New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre for ten perfor¬ 
mances (February 24-March 7) as 
a benefit for NCT’s gay theatre 
programs. I chatted briefly with 
director Dennis Lickteig about the 
show; here’s some of what he said. 

“I said to my cast, ‘We perform 
this show two blocks from the 
place where Harvey Milk was 
killed.’ I wanted a little healthy in¬ 
timidation, but I also think that 
knowledge inspired them. It made 
them want to do right by the ma¬ 
terial. 

“The piece began as a mission 
to bring this piece of history to 


Atlanta, Georgia, where [Pruitt 
and Hutchison] live. They didn’t 
want gay life to be defined solely 
by AIDS. They thought that all the 
things Harvey started were going 
out of focus. They wanted to do a 
musical play about a political gay 
man.” 

Although based on Milk’s life, 
the play contains only two real 
characters, Harvey and Dan 
White; all the others are compos¬ 
ites. “They weren’t inventing the 
story, but it’s not a musical docu¬ 
mentary. They were 
going for the spirit of 
the times, of San Fran¬ 
cisco, of Harvey Milk.” 

Lickteig clearly be¬ 
lieves that the play suc¬ 
ceeds in its mission. Al¬ 
though this is a concert 
version of the play, “we 
had to go beyond 
the music stands- 
and-stools ap¬ 
proach because 
the characters are too alive to sit 
still. The complex songs are both 
plot-progressive and commentary 
on the scenes. In one song, ‘The 
Swarm,’ Dan White and Mr. Jones 
[a composite of Anita Bryant and 
other haters] blame everything 
that’s wrong with America on 
gays and minorities. My younger 
cast members were shocked at 
how little things had changed in 
twenty years.” 

Lickteig insists the play is pow¬ 
erful, but that we won’t want to go 
home and kill ourselves at the 
end. “The ending is uplifting, but 
it’s an honest uplift. The play is 
filled with gentle, poking-fun-at- 
ourselves humor.” Finally, he ex¬ 
plains, “the piece is an un¬ 
abashedly romantic look at the 
history of a gay martyr. It offers 
everything from anger to laughter 
to inspiration.” This being NCT, 


there are also a few hunky guys, 
but as this is a concert version, 
they keep their clothes on. NCT is 
located at 25 Van Ness at Market.

Come to the cabaret 

I was the envy of my friends 
last week when I mentioned casu¬ 
ally that I would be chatting with 
Andrea Marcovicci. “San Francis¬ 
co is one of the cities I really love 
that I don’t live in,” she said. “It 
was in San Francisco that I really 
found myself as a singer. I’d been 
singing since I was a teenager, but 
it takes more courage than I had 
to stand out there alone and be 
everything to the audience rather 
than being a character.” 

Marcovicci is no slouch as an 
actor, with roles in such classic 
plays as The Seagull, Hamlet, and 
Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, but she was 
drawn to cabaret, and in 1987 she 
opened at The Plush Room in 
Marcovicci Sings Movies. The 
glowing praise from San Francis¬ 
co critics led to a New York per¬ 
formance; Marcovicci had arrived 
as a cabaret singer. She began fo¬ 
cusing on the works of individual 
composers “to give myself struc¬ 
ture, as well as to give audiences a 
wholly new show.” 

Marcovicci loves to research 
composers and the times in which 
they live. “If there are enough 
good stories about a composer, I 
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Sweet Swede music 


S weden is not exactly known for its great rock music. Sugary 
pop, by the likes of Abba, Ace of Base, and Roxette, sure. But 
rock? Not really. Which is why Kent had me so fooled. Since 
it sounds like a compelling cross between Radiohead and The Verve, 
I mistakenly assumed this cute quintet to be British. Who knew? 

The Swedes knew, that’s for sure. In their homeland, Kent are 
huge, having already won a slew of Swedish Grammy awards. And 
on hola, their third album — and their first recorded in English — 
it’s easy to see why: twelve soaring, anthemic, lush, melancholic rock 
songs with enough hooks to keep you hitting ‘repeat’ on your CD 
player. "If You Were Here,” the first single, is a moody melodic mas¬ 
terpiece. Dark, yet driving, it’s the rare song that manages to be 
plaintive yet poppy at the same time. “Bianca,” a treatise on media 
fame, displays the band’s Cure influence to good effect, while “Be¬ 
fore It All Ends” sounds somewhat like the Smashing Pumpkins 
during their more mellow moments. 

Britain’s Melody Maker wrote that Kent’s Isola was “the kind of 
record year-end polls were invented for,” and I couldn’t agree more. 
Catch them this Saturday, February 20 at The Fillmore in San Fran¬ 
cisco, when they open up for twee-popsters and fellow countrymen 
The Cardigans. And don’t be surprised if the next time Kent plays 
here, the line-up is the other way around. Y _Adrian Roberts 


Eat to the beat 

Dylan's 1966 European tour on film

L ike Jonathan Demme’s Talk¬ 
ing Heads concert film Stop 
Making Sense, D.A. Pen- 
nebaker’s 1967 Bob Dylan docu¬ 
mentary Don't Look Back is a per¬ 
fect marriage of director and per¬ 
former. Pennebaker and Dylan are 
artists whose aesthetics — simple, 
pure, stripped-down — meshed 
beautifully on the film. This doc¬ 
umentary of Dylan’s 1965 tour of 
England is well-known and 
much-revered, but that’s not the 
case with a later Dylan/Pennebak- 
er collaboration. Eat the Docu¬ 
ment, which chronicles Dylan’s 
1966 European tour, was made for 
ABC but never broadcast, and has 
not had a theatrical release prior 
to this week’s engagement at the 
Roxie. It’s a misbegotten little film 
that even Pennebaker refuses to 
attach his name to. But it’s gener¬ 
ally considered to be Pennebaker’s 
work, given that the director trav¬ 
eled with Dylan on the ’66 tour. 

It’s understandable why the 
documentary has remained 
buried until now. Incoherent at 
times and full of awkward camera 
tricks, Eat the Document is a sur¬ 
prisingly shoddy piece of Film- 
making from Pennebaker. His in¬ 
tention obviously was to give a 
kind of hallucinatory quality to 
the visuals by employing lots of 
jarring, rapid-fire cuts and blurry, 
repetitious flashes of certain im¬ 
ages. But the end result is like a 
bad ’60s drug movie, with the 
sloppiness of the filmmaking 
masquerading as trippiness. 

While Eat the Document isn't 
great cinema, it is compelling rock 
history. The film gives us a 
glimpse of European audiences’ 
first taste of Dylan as a full-on, 
electric guitar-toting rock star. 
While some fans react with en¬ 
thusiasm to the former folkie’s 
rock conversion, others sound 
angry, hurt, even betrayed. “He’s a 
traitor,” says one young Brit after 
Dylan’s controversial Royal Albert 
Hall show. Dylan seems genuine¬ 
ly upset by the negative reaction 
of some concertgoers, but he gets 
his revenge on one ungrateful kid 
who dares to ask for an autograph 
as the singer’s car is pulling away

from the Royal Albert Hall. “No. 
You booed,” Dylan says only half- 
jokingly. “You booed.” 

Cash bonus 

The documentary gives us 
some footage from the Royal Al¬ 
bert Hall concert and other per¬ 
formances from the tour but only 
in brief, unsatisfying snippets. Bet¬ 
ter are the backstage moments, 
such as a lovely sequence where 
Dylan harmonizes with Johnny 
Cash, a foreshadowing of their 
later “Girl From the North Coun¬ 
try” collaboration. Another fellow 
musician, John Lennon, shows up 
later to chide a sulking Dylan, who 
is no mood to be filmed on this 
particular day. “Oh, come on,” 
Lennon tells him. “It’s only a film.” 

Despite these star cameos, our 
focus never strays far from Dylan. 
He doesn’t grab our attention in 
typical rock-star fashion. In Truth 
or Dare, Madonna commands the 
screen by outrageous emotional 
displays, such as lying prostrate 
on her mother’s grave. In Eat the 
Document, Dylan commands the 
screen by holding back, by always 
keeping his emotions in check. 
He’s a fascinatingly inscrutable 
figure; we spend the movie won¬ 
dering what he’s thinking and 
what emotions — if any — his 
eyes are flashing behind those 
omnipresent black sunglasses. 


I can’t think of any current 
young male singer-songwriter 
who is worth a documentary 
filmmaker’s time. Elliott Smith 
and Smog’s Bill Callahan are both 
talented but don’t possess much 
star power. The young, enigmatic 
and magnetic Dylan, on the other 
hand, had star power to spare, 
even when he was at the center of 
a film that is a strictly second-rate 
rockumentary. ▼

Evgeny Kissin

§ * here’s always a lot of fuss 
surrounding a Evgeny 
m Kissin recital, one of the few 
guaranteed “events” remaining on 
today’s debased classical music 
scene. Still, after the pianist’s last 
appearance here — a San Francis¬ 
co Performances season-opener at 
Masonic Auditorium two years 
ago that was only a qualified suc¬ 
cess — Bay Area audiences would 
have been justified in asking what 
all the fuss was about (though 
they haven’t). The Davies Hall au¬ 
dience for his brilliant all-Chopin 
recital last Friday, on the San 
Francisco Symphony’s Great Per¬ 
formers Series, reminded what it’s 
about. 

There’s no lack of great pi¬ 
anists on today’s concert scene, 
but the number of players who 
take piano-playing beyond the 
confines of the instrument, how¬ 
ever remarkable its potential, and 
into the realm of transcendent 
music-making is as small as ever. 
There’s been no clear successor to 
Sviatoslav Richter, the last uncon¬ 
tested titan of the keyboard, since 
his death two years ago, and lis¬ 
teners who have been touched by 
playing of an incandescence such 
as his have had to make do with 
the intermittent appearances of 
artists of the caliber — and un¬ 
predictability — of Martha Arg- 
erich and Grigory Sokolov. 

The last pianist in my experi¬ 
ence to wring'from the concert 
grand more than it seemed capa¬ 
ble of giving, and to achieve more 
at the keyboard than seemed hu¬ 
manly possible — the experiences 
audiences really want when they 
go to the concert hall — was Ivo 
Pogorelich in the decade before 
his larger-than-life musicianship 
carried him off into absurd back¬ 
waters of artistic megalomania 
and illness took him offstage. In 
the eerie aftermath of Pogorelich’s 
Icarus-like flame-out, there’s 


much to be grateful for in stellar 
artistry as steady in its develop¬ 
ment as Kissin’s. This odd chan¬ 
nel of the central canon of the 
piano repertoire — the hair is the 
least of it; what nature added to 
his qualifications as a pianist it 
subtracted from his fund as 
Earthling — is in all the ways that 
matter the real thing. 

New revelations 

Although the 27-year-old 
Russian-born Kissin has long 
made it clear that he’s never on 
more solid ground than he is with 
Chopin, he risked what every pi¬ 
anist does in opening with the 
Preludes of Op. 28. Besides being 
a kind of compendium in which 
one finds all of Chopin, it’s as fa¬ 
miliar a work as the composer 
composed. Half the audience has 
probably played at least some of 
the 24 preludes, and most all of it 
has pre-formed ideas about the 
pieces. I walked in wondering 
what there was left to say about 


the preludes — and left marveling 
at how each one seemed newly re¬ 
vealed without Kissin’s having 
had to resort to any eccentricity of 
interpretation. 

Friday the pianist’s acknowl¬ 
edged knack at bringing out inner 
voices was augmented by an 
equally uncanny ability to accent 
significant bass and descant fig¬ 
ures without disfiguring the over¬ 
all sense or line of a prelude. The 
rhythmic freedom that character¬ 
ized his playing all evening was 
grounded in a liquid rubato that 
worked like a slow, soft break in 
billiards, the movement of each 


note quietly but perceptibly af¬ 
fecting every other. While most 
pianists tend to normalize the 
passing oddities of the printed 
score, Kissin let harmonies chafe 
and rhythmic figures overlap just 
as they do on the page to often 
revelatory effect. 

I’ve never enjoyed the lighter, 
fanciful preludes more than I did 
Friday, when they seemed not 
only more substantial than usual 
but important bridges — and 
foils — to the larger, faster and 
louder numbers. Kissin traced as 
successful an arc over the span of 
keys as I’ve heard, live, and even 
the spaces (or lack thereof) be¬ 
tween preludes seemed calculated 
to heighten expression, and in any 
case did. Individual touches, like 
the parade of grotesque har¬ 
monies in the second prelude, in 
A minor — the gnarlier for being 
dispatched in a straightforward, 
unexaggerated, unaccentuated 
manner — or the breathtakingly 
seamless transition from the lyri¬ 


cal middle section to the famous 
repeated notes of No. 15 (the so- 
called “Raindrop Prelude”), cast 
impressive spells. But the more 
lasting impression was of the en¬ 
tire brace of preludes in an ideal 
realization. 

The Barcarolle, Op. 60, an im¬ 
pressionist trifle in the hands of 
many pianists, assumed full 
stature in Kissin’s powerfully ar¬ 
chitectural reading. Still, the most 
amazing item on the program was 
the Sonata No. 2 in B-flat minor, 
Op. 35 — the so-called “Funeral 
March Sonata” because of the fa¬ 
miliar dirge that provides the 
theme of the third movement. 
Richter dismissed the piece as 
trivial and even bad, but Kissin ar¬ 
gued strongly and successfully for 
its integrity, and mined it for its 
full expressive potential. 

As haunted and driven as 
Pogorelich’s celebrated studio 
recording of the sonata, Kissin’s 
reading boasted a character dis¬ 
tinctively its own. Even the perfect 
stillness of the trio in the Scherzo 
did not fend off the menace of the 
agitated music that flanks it. (The 
force of Kissin’s playing routinely 
outlasts the decay of its sound.) 
Real serenity arrived only with the 
simple melodic figure that lifts 
out of the funeral march, the 
more beautiful at each of its iter¬ 
ations for Kissin’s carefully paring 
down of the tempo at each ap¬ 
pearance. The melody itself was 
the more beautiful for its being 
played off against a funeral march 
with an audible death rattle. 

The Finale: Presto emerged at 
a speed — and gossamer lightness 

— that seemed, in a word, super¬ 
human, in itself a brilliant idea to 
close this particular sonata. That 
said, every note was clearly audi¬ 
ble, and the tone boasted an un¬ 
compromised uniformity. Even 
the four encores — two waltzes, 
an etude and the audience-pleas¬ 
ing Polonaise in A-flat, Op. 53, all 
played with consummate artistry 

— could not erase the mesmeriz¬ 
ing effect of that Presto and the 
sheer genius it confirmed. ▼

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Conducting by heart 

Maestro Jeffrey Tate to lead SF Symphony

J effrey Tate never intended to 
become a conductor, but fate, 
in the form of a couple of 
singers, intervened. Since his 
debut in 1978, Tate has conducted 
concerts and opera just about 
everywhere, has made several 
dozen recordings, and in the 
process, established a reputation 
among music lovers as a conduc¬ 
tor of the very highest caliber. 
Currently principal conductor 
both of the English Chamber Or¬ 
chestra and the “Viennese Som- 
merfest” of the Minnesota Or¬ 
chestra, he has held major posts 
with the Rotterdam Philharmon¬ 
ic, the Royal Opera, Covent Gar¬ 
den and the Orchestre National 
de France. Next week, he begins a 
two-week stint leading the San 
Francisco Symphony in some un¬ 


sounded like chamber music, the 
nuances and colors shimmered, 
yet there was enormous power at 
the climaxes. Despite hearing the 
Ring numerous times at the Met 
in the 1970s and 1980s, as well as 
its individual operas elsewhere 
under such famous conductors as 
Solti, it is Tate and the Adelaide 
Symphony who set the orchestral 
standard by which I will measure 
all future performances. So it 
comes as a shock to learn there are 
aspects of being a conductor he 
still finds difficult. 

“I wrestle with two things [as a 
conductor],” he says. “I wrestle 
often with not feeling adequate in 
front of the music I’m dealing 
with. I have a certain sort of fear 
of not ever doing it justice. But the 
most difficult thing for me is 
standing up in front of 90 people 
who are gifted and who have 
something to offer themselves,

usually interesting programs. 

Though Tate had studied both 
piano and cello as a child, he pur¬ 
sued medicine at the University of 
Cambridge in his native England 
and qualified as a doctor at Lon¬ 
don’s St. Thomas’ Hospital. (Offi¬ 
cially he is Dr. Tate.) But his pas¬ 
sion for music won out, and he 
joined the music staff at Covent 
Garden as a coach/pianist in 1970. 

“I tended to think [conduct¬ 
ing] wasn’t a feasible profession 
for me, added to which I had not 
had any formal training for it,” he 
explains. “It was the prompting of 
singers, in particular Ragnar Ul- 
fung and Donald McIntyre, [that 
led to his current career]. Ragnar 
was running the Goteborg Opera 
and looking for a conductor, and 
Donald said, ‘You should go and 
do that, Jeffrey, you could do it 
very well.’ And I said, ‘Don’t be 
stupid, I can’t do that at all’ The 
next thing I knew, they were frog¬ 
marching me into doing a whole 
series of Carmens. I said to them, 
‘After the first rehearsal, if I hate 
it, can I go?’ I thought I was pret¬ 
ty lousy, but the orchestra, appar¬ 
ently, talked to the boss and said, 
‘We think he ought to stay.’ 

“In a way I enjoyed doing it, of 
course, because I could experi¬ 
ment with things that I had want¬ 
ed to hear, and had not heard 
other people do. I’m not saying 
that other people’s ideas were 
wrong,” he adds quickly, “but one 
had one’s own vision one would 
quite like to put into practice, so 
if there was a spur [to becoming a 
conductor], that was the spur.” 

‘Ring’ master 

I first encountered Tate’s re¬ 
markable artistry at the Metro¬ 
politan Opera in the early 1980s, 
and jumped at the chance to hear 
him conduct Wagner’s Ring Cycle 
last December, even though it 
meant going to Adelaide, Aus¬ 
tralia. Under Tate’s direction, the 
Adelaide Symphony Orchestra, 
though playing the Ring for the 
first time, sounded so beautiful 
they constantly reminded me of 
the Berlin Philharmonic under 
Herbert von Karajan. The instru¬ 
mental texture was so clear it 


and convincing them to do what 
you want them to do. That’s 
hard.” 

Tate, however, seems to have a 
knack for establishing a rapport 
with orchestras. Adelaide 
abounded with stories of how he 
completely won over its orchestra 
in a single rehearsal, and at a party 
after the last Gotterdammerung, 
the leader of the Adelaide Sym¬ 
phony publicly thanked Tate “for 
helping us fall in love with music 
again.” 

Asked about the compliment, 
Tate gives a quick cough and 
seems slightly embarrassed. “The 
relationship with that orchestra 
was, in fact, a very happy one. It 
happens like that sometimes. I’m 
perfectly honest with an orches¬ 
tra. I’m not Boulez. I cannot 
spend hours dissecting wind 
chords. I say, ‘That’s out of tune, 
but I’m not going to spend the 
next 10 minutes fumbling around 
finding out why it’s out of tune. 
That you have to do yourself.’ But 
I can tell you about sounds, about 
phrasing, about musical things.” 

Perhaps his collegial view of 
music-making stems, in part, 
from his great love of chamber 
music. Tate was once quoted as 
saying, “The most perfect expres¬ 
sion of human behavior is a string 
quartet.” Asked if that is accurate, 
he laughs and admits, “Yes, I 
probably did say that. I learnt 
cello at school and realized that if 
I could have been a good string 
player, it would have been the ul¬ 
timate pleasure for me to have 
been able to play in a string quar¬ 
tet. I feel very envious of people 
who can sit down and do it. It’s 
self, and yet not self. You have to 
bring your self to it, and at the 
same time you have to cooperate 
in the correct way with three 
other people, producing one re¬ 
sult. It’s an enormous human dis¬ 
cipline, I think. It’s a metaphor for 
what life should be about, really.” 

Turning disability 
into advantage 

One could easily say life has 
been cruel to Tate. At the age of 
three he was diagnosed with cur¬ 
vature of the spine and spina bi¬ 


fida. Ever since, his physical con¬ 
dition, coupled with being gay, 
has been something of a two- 
edged sword for him. “If you do 
have some sort of thing that lops 
you off from the common herd, 
whatever it happens to be, it 
gives you a disadvantage vis-4- 
vis the herd, because they tend to 
look askance, whether they want 
to or not. Animals tend to like 
that which is normal and be un¬ 
certain about what’s abnormal. 
At the same time, it gives you, in 
that position, a slight distance to 
look at the world with a little bit 
more objectivity. That’s maybe 
to your good, particularly when 
you are in the arts. I think that 
sort of objectivity is a very use¬ 
ful thing for looking at the way 
the world works, the way it 
works emotionally.” 

When Tate programs a piece of 
music, it is because the work 
speaks to him in a very deep way; 
that includes Richard Strauss’s 
Alpine Symphony, which he leads 
next week. “The sweep of the 
piece, the deep intensity of feeling 
that it unleashes, the real sense of 
what nature, if you like — and na¬ 
ture perhaps standing for God — 
can mean, the feeling of both 
achievement and then death — 
it’s wonderfully creative. The be¬ 
ginning, the great climax, and the 
end must be as glorious as any¬ 
thing Strauss ever wrote. The 
piece obviously has its flaws, as 
does all large-scale Strauss. But 
they’re quickly passed.” 

When he is not working, Tate 
enjoys all of the visual arts, read¬ 
ing, good food and wine and, 
oddly enough, traveling. “Some¬ 
times my friend gets very tired, 
quite correcdy, of our sort of itin¬ 
erant gypsy life. But we do enjoy 
sitting in a car and driving around 
places we don’t know, looking at

Had this young Woman, who had 
charmed so many girlfriends and 
even convinced her soon-to-be 
murderers that she was a he, been 
assisted by drugs or surgery? 

“People say Brandon had a sex 
operation,” says Olafsdottir. 
“Brandon had this. Brandon had 
that. But the fact is, nothing was 
ever done.” 

So does that make the mur¬ 
dered person a cross-dresser, a 
passing woman, a transvestite — 
or transgender, if not transsexual? 
“In a way, insisting that Brandon 
was a transsexual or transgender 
and that’s the end of it — that 
isn’t the whole story with Bran¬ 
don, because we don’t know,” says 
Muska. 

“We don’t know what 
would’ve happened to Brandon,” 
her partner continues. “Brandon 
had all these questions, was going 
through all this, but who are we to 
say what turns Brandon’s life 
would have taken? I don’t think 
we know.” 

Revealing that their connec¬ 
tion to Brandon has a more per¬ 
sonal than theoretical basis, 
Muska confides, “People always 
think Greta’s a man.” 

“I’m quite happy with my gen¬ 
der!” insists Greta. “But it was 
kind of funny. A lot of times when 
we were there, people referred to 
me as a sir. We would be getting 
gas at a gas station; Susan would 
go in and was going to pay; and 
the guy would go, ‘Pie’s still 
pumping?”’

Geek tragedy

■I he Brandon Teena Story should have been called The Death of 
I Brandon Teena, and not just because that sounds like an 
I homage to the folk hero Brandon has already become. Direc¬ 
tors Susan Muska and Greta Olafsdottir do not attempt to resurrect 
the 21 -year-old murder victim or examine what went on inside the 
head of this Nebraskan woman who was passing as a man. Instead, 
their documentary focuses on the fall-out caused by Brandon’s ar¬ 
rival in the small town of Falls City in November 1993, and how 
the failure of Brandon’s new-found intimates to tolerate her inno¬ 
vative gender position led to her murder less than two months later. 

Neither a celebration nor a deconstruction, Brandon is more like 
a Greek tragedy in which the role of the chorus is given over to the 
Country-Western bal¬ 
lads that rhythm the 
film. Songs like “It’s A 
Heartache,” “Teach Me, 

Tiger, How To Kiss You,” 
and “What A Difference 
A Day Makes" at first 
seem beside the point or 
just filler. But they offer 
relief from the confused 
scraps of narrative pro¬ 
vided by Brandon’s 
mother and sister, her 
murderers, the cops, 
and her ex-girlfriends, 
d they evoke the kind 
py romanticism 
in was acting out 
when she wasn’t invent¬ 
ing new aliases, forging 
checks, violating parole, 
or spinning new expla¬ 
nations for her anatom¬ 
ical anomalies. 

After a brief evoca¬ 
tion of the love that Brandon inspired in an impressive number of 
young women, the film’s tone downshifts into the increasingly gris¬ 
ly circumstances of her last week on earth. Because she was booked 
for a forged check, her male cover was blown. Pier then-girlfriend 
Lana Tisdel might have been able to cope with that originality, but 
Lana’s mother, Linda Guiierres, could not. In the manner of a 
church father, she demanded an examination of the body. 

into the fatal mix were tossed two young men who had done 
time in the State Pen and had the antisocial baggage that accom¬ 
panies that experience. John Lotter, currently on Death Row, and 
Tom Nissen, in prison for life, had known each other less than a 
month. Although Nissen had a wife and there were various girl¬ 
friends in the mix, the two bonded strangely over the mystery of 
Brandon’s gender. They not only examined the Nebraskan Romeo; 
they raped and beat her. On Christmas Eve. 

Brandon reported these offenses to the police. The most grue¬ 
some part of the film is the audio recording of Sheriff John Laux’s 
interrogation of this rape victim. In the manner of a Kenneth Starr, 
he can’t get enough salacious details. Doubting her word at one 
point, he says, “I can’t believe if he pulled your pants down and 

■ re a girl, he didn’t stick bis fingers in there” The supposition 
ig, of course, that a woman’s hole is just there for a red-blood¬ 
ed man to stick something into. 

Despite the damning evidence of the rape kit, the police failed 
to arrest Lotter and Nissen, leaving them free to brainstorm a mur¬ 
der plan to erase their accuser. With help from the ambivalent Tis- 
dels, the two men tracked Brandon down to a farmhouse and shot 
her, along with two other people who just happened to be there. 
They spared the life of a nine-month-old baby. 

Gruesome as the murders were, the mindset which this film re¬ 
veals is so pathetic as to leave the audience without anger at the 
murderers. Fellow inmate Leon Thompson tells us that Lotter him¬ 
self had been sexually assaulted in prison. Nissen says, by way of 
denying he’d harm a fly,“I get mad, I bum myself with a cigarette, 
something minor like that.” These are poor, dumb, brutalized peo¬ 
ple passing on the brutality. 

More startling than that, these murderers are “queer” Lotter 
looks like a drag queen out of makeup. Baby Face Nissen, with his 
rosebud mouth and fluffy ponytail, looks like he’d have a hard time 
asserting his masculinity. The film doesn’t delve into the shifting 
sexual identities of these two geeks, but anyone expecting this hate 
crime to be the work of two clear-cut macho brutes will be sur¬ 
prised. (Is it merely coincidence that the equally ambiguous 
Matthew Shepard was similarly destroyed by a pair of young 
males?) 

The life and death of Brandon Teena has already inspired a vir¬ 
tual art project by Shu Lea Cheang, accessible through guggen- 
heim.org; a pulp nonfiction account by Aphrodite Jones called All 
She Wanted; and a feature film being produced by Christine Va- 
chon. For these and future projects, The Brandon Teena Story con¬ 
tains invaluable primary source material. On its own merits, the 
documentary is an uncompromising portrait of an oppressive so¬ 
cial system that — does anyone doubt it? — is not unique to Falls 
City, Nebraska. ▼

director, Bill Condon, to film 
Barker’s story Candyman Two — 
Farewell To The Flesh. Convinced 
that Christopher Bram’s bio-novel 
of Whale, The Father of Franken¬ 
stein, could dramatize the 
metaphors between Fictional 
monsters and gay men in the clos¬ 
et, Barker set about the arduous 
task of raising the $3 million 
needed to capture Whale’s world. 
Sir Ian McKellen was cast as 
Whale, a role that has garnered 
him an Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion as Best Actor. 

Barker notes the irony of the 
collaboration — two famous Eng¬ 
lishmen from the hinterlands 
working to tell a hauntingly famil¬ 
iar story. “Actually, Ian Mc-Kellen 
comes from much the same back¬ 
ground, so when Ian and I first sat 
down with [director] Bill Condon 
and talked about James Whale’s 
life, it was interesting to see that 
there were echoes everywhere — 
this thing about being a Northern 
lad who felt like a giraffe born into 
a family of horses. Whale seems to 
have come over to America and 
sort of reinvented himself. Ian and 
I certainly had that in common 
with Whale — I think a lot of gay 
people do have that feeling of not 
belonging.” 

Another theme that connects 
Whale and Barker is their defiance 
of the Hollywood closet. In the 


the paperback edition of Imagica, 
a recent fantasy novel, Barker de¬ 
clared himself to be equally fasci¬ 
nated by Pagan and Christian im¬ 
agery and myths. 

With this background in 
mind, Barker evaluates what he 
calls the almost postmodern sen¬ 
sibility found in James Whale’s 
campy monster films. “One of the 
interesting things in revisiting the 
two Frankenstein movies is how 
modern their sensibility is, how 
much irony there is in them, how 
much he walks the line between 
camp and deadly seriousness — 
back and forthing away, which is 
very modern, I would be almost 
tempted to say postmodern, in 
the sense that he plays with our 
expectations, defies them and 
then sets it up all over again. Also, 
The Bride of Frankenstein is a very, 
very funny movie. [Whale’s] pic¬ 
tures are so very much more so¬ 
phisticated, I think, than most 
movies these days.” 

Barker notes some ironic as¬ 
pects to the reception his own 
work has received, explaining that 
he is both damned and praised in 
the s/m community for depic¬ 
tions of s/m sex in the film Hell- 
raiser, based on his novella The 
Hellhound Heart. Barker, quoted 
in the book Open Secret (Gay Hol¬ 
lywood 1928-1998), adds, “Then I 
got a great review in Skin2 maga¬ 
zine.

dinary career in part to a hard¬ 
scrabble if not Dickensian English 
childhood, a childhood missing 
the distractions afforded today’s 
generation.

I went to the cinema maybe a 
couple of times in my First ten 
years, instead relied entirely upon 
books and found, and I think this 
is genetic, found an appetite in me 
for the dark and the offbeat.

My family’s other side 
is Italian, and there’s a lot of very 
plainly stated emotion in that side 
of the family, and that was also an 
influence. Was nascent homosex¬ 
uality also an influence? Yes, prob¬ 
ably that, too. I worry about the 
means of expression that is given 
to children nowadays, as a sort of 
predigested thing that comes with 
your Happy Meal. As a child, I 
didn’t have those predigested an¬ 
swers. I had to find them for my¬ 
self. And I started to write stories 
and draw pictures as an expres¬ 
sion of that turmoil very early 
on.” 

Barker agrees with the judg¬ 
ment that his mixture of Irish and 
Italian heritage gives him a liter¬ 
ary upbringing somewhat compa¬ 
rable to an American raised in the 
South. “And the mix contains 
contradictions, because my father 
is a rather melancholy fellow in 
his soul — a thick streak of Irish

more innocent thirties, while 
mainstream director George 
Cukor symbolized the “safe fairy” 
who lived as a respectable bache¬ 
lor and limited his affairs with 
boys to trade and promising male 
ingenues, Whale was living open¬ 
ly with producer David Lewis. 
Barker concedes that it is very dif¬ 
ficult to compare Whale’s era with 
the balancing act required to be 
out in the Hollywood of Barry 
Diller and David Geffen. 

“The situation is incredibly 
different. Whale was very open 
and courageous for his time, and 
he suffered for that. I don’t think 
that was the prime reason for his 
sort of fall from grace. There’s a 
scene [in Gods and Monsters ] 
where Whale goes to a garden 
party organized by George Cukor, 
who was, one may largely say, 
closeted — though I think every¬ 
one in the community knew he 
was a gay man — and embarrass¬ 
es Cukor in front of Princess Mar¬ 
garet. Compared to Cukor, Whale 
felt a freedom in his personal life 
and certainly in the kinds of 
movies that he made, especially 
The Bride of Frankenstein, which 
was an extraordinary film for its 
time, stating certain things in an 
encoded fashion, which I don’t 
think any gay person of the time 
would have failed to pick up on.” 

Sinister suburbs 

In recent years, Clive Barker’s 
novels have been getting more 
than respectable notices in the 
upscale press. His mixture of the 
horror and science fiction genres, 
often set in sinister utopian sub¬ 
urban settings, have combined 
naturalistic dialogue with the 
magic realism of Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez. In the introduction to 


study of gay themes in monster 
movies, The Monster In The Closet, 
Barker continues his analysis of 
what links his work with that of 
James Whale. “It seems to me that 
one of things horror fiction pro¬ 
vides gay artists with is a way to 
talk about otherness, not belong¬ 
ing, feeling like an outsider look¬ 
ing in on a party that somebody 
else is throwing. How often do we 
see the monster actually looking 
through the window, nose to the 
glass, looking at ordinary life, look¬ 
ing at ‘normality’... pursued by the 
villagers — haven’t we all felt a lit¬ 
tle pursued by the villagers on 
some occasions? That sense of 
being an outsider is central to the 
gay experience and is certainly cen¬ 
tral to horror and science fiction.” 

Barker feels that one of the 
reasons it was so hard to raise 
Gods and Monsters’ modest bud¬ 
get is that the picture is ultimate¬ 
ly “a profound love story between 
a straight man and a gay man, a 
love story without sex, but a love 
story where each of the characters 
makes a profound personal jour¬ 
ney, the kind of story we don’t see 
nearly enough of.” Barker adds 
that Hollywood is only really 
comfortable with the homosexual 
as monster — “the homo with an 
ax. Any depiction that shows real 
human qualities is rather threat¬ 
ening and thought to be of little 
Fiscal use — and most people in 
this town care only about the 
money.” Barker explains that his 
own freedom to be brashly-out of 
the closet stems in part from the 
financial independence provided 
by the huge royalties generated by 
his books. 

Liverpudlian lad 

Barker credits his own extraor¬ 


melanchaly runs through him. 
My mother is extremely ebullient. 
Her own mother has just turned 
100 and is extremely ebullient. 
And that conflict finds its way into 
the work. Good work is almost al¬ 
ways made in a place of discom¬ 
fort and conflict.” 

Barker is quick to state that 
while he loves the movies, his 
books are true expressions of his 
soul. “It’s the written word that 
really preoccupies me, and 18 
books in, a big 900-page book like 
Imagica, or an earlier book like 
Weaveworld is a much more com¬ 
plex and truthful account of how 
I view the world than an hour- 
and-a-half picture can ever be. I 
love cinema, but I love the word 
even more.” 

Barker deplores the “dumbing 
down” process he observes in the 
making of most movies, particu¬ 
larly in his favorite genres of hor¬ 
ror and science fiction. He’s espe¬ 
cially scornful of some critically 
acclaimed “big” pictures. “I’m as¬ 
tonished that anybody could think 
that The Truman Show, which is a 
perfectly pleasant piece of enter¬ 
tainment in a Twilight Zoney kind 
of way, should be thought to be 
containing anything of any great 
metaphysical profundity. This 
movie is presented to us as if it was 
some kind of revelation about the 
nature of reality. And you know, 
it’s a Twilight Zone story. I had a 
perfectly good time, but don’t 
thrust it down our throats as if this 
was a revelation!” ▼

From Cuba with love 



Ballet Nacional de Cuba in Berkeley

T he last time I saw the full 
company of the Ballet Na¬ 
cional de Cuba was 20 years 
ago in Berkeley. They performed 
Act II of Giselle and Carmen, both 
starring Founder and General Di¬ 
rector Alicia Alonso, then in her 
late fifties. It was impressive to 
watch a nearly blind aging balle¬ 
rina make it through the steps, 
but hardly as inspiring as film 
clips I had seen of Alonso per¬ 
forming in her prime thirty years 
before. In 1996, at the United We 
Dance Festival celebrating the 
50th anniversary of the founding 
of the United Nations, Alonso ap¬ 
peared with a small group of 
dancers in a short piece. With the 
easing of the hard-line stance to¬ 
ward Cuba in recent years, espe¬ 
cially on the cultural level, the 
Ballet Nacional de Cuba returned 
on tour for the first time since 
1979 to Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall 
for three performances of Giselle 
this past weekend. Given its repu¬ 
tation for producing a number of 
phenomenal young dancers, I was 
eager to see how the company had 
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developed. 

The Ballet Nacional de Cuba’s 
Giselle is Alonso’s own choreogra¬ 
phy after Jean Coralli and Jules 
Perrot, who created the original 
version in 1841. The mime in the 
first act is clearer than in most 
versions, though it still wasn’t 
clear enough for those not famil¬ 
iar with its arcane gestures. Re¬ 
placing the Peasant pas de deux 
with a pas de dix for six women 
and four men provided an oppor¬ 
tunity for the soloists and corps 
de ballet to show what amazingly 
good dancers they are. Alihaydee 
Carreno, as Giselle, danced with 
such lightness, lyricism, and com¬ 
mitment to her character that I 
longed to see her dance in many 
more roles. Still in her early twen¬ 
ties, she is already an accom¬ 
plished artist and has the aura of a 
true ballerina. The next best 
dancer was the collective corps de 
ballet. It is rare to see such precise 
footwork and pas de bras coupled 
with graceful carriage and ele¬ 
gance. Without a doubt, the 
Cuban dancers are exquisitely 
schooled. They have learned the 
importance of every movement, 
as well as the nuance appropriate 
to the context of the step. Al¬ 
though they did their best in the 
dance for six of Giselle’s friends, 
the somewhat stilted choreogra¬ 
phy could use a lot of revision. 
The aristocrats in this production 
seemed rather sullen next to the 
happy peasantry, and also in con¬ 
trast to the decadent and arrogant 
lot they are usually made out to 
be. Is this a subliminal comment 
on the class system? 

Unbalanced 

The second act fared less well 
choreographically. The delicate 
balance between Giselle’s and Al¬ 
brecht’s roles swung too far to¬ 
ward Giselle’s saving her lover 
from death and did not allow him 
to dance enough, so that it 
seemed plausible that he might 
indeed be suffering from exhaus¬ 
tion. Osmay Molina as Albrecht 
seemed a bit of a ham, and his 
dramatization lacked authentic 
motivation, a problem which 
made the story less believable 
than it already is. Again, the corps 
de ballet shone as the vengeful 
Wilis. Laura Hormigon, in the 
part of Myrtha, their queen, re¬ 
ceived applause for her first eerie 
crossing of the stage, magically 
floating, propelled by the seamless 
blur of her feet in a perfect bour- 
re. What she lacked in physical 
strength and elevation, she made 
up for in her relentless refusal to 
give mercy. 

The sets and costumes were 
actually better than we could ex¬ 


pect, since assembling a large- 
scale production in Cuba is diffi¬ 
cult at best, given their limited re¬ 
sources. In fact, while significant¬ 
ly less elaborate and sumptuous 
than those of other major compa¬ 
nies, they did not overwhelm the 
dancing, which should be the 
main focus in any case. So often 
well-endowed companies can af¬ 
ford to camouflage the lack of 
truly artistic performance with 
overblown decor and dress. 

The recorded music was not 
particularly inspiring. Whether 
the fault lies in the recording itself 
or in Zellerbach’s sound system, 
both the dancers and audience 
deserve better. 

Hopefully, this is just the be¬ 
ginning of a new era in cultural 
exchange in which we will be able 
to see this amazing company on a 
regular basis. The Bay Area dance 
audience would welcome a 
chance to see the Ballet Nacional 
de Cuba’s complete repertoire, in¬ 
cluding Cinderella, which was 
shown in New York last fall. 

It is no accident that the two 
countries, the Soviet Union and 
Cuba, which have produced an as¬ 
tonishing number of brilliant 
dancers, also have provided gen¬ 
erous government support to the 
schools which train dancers and 
to the companies where they then 
perform. While it is also true that 
most Western European countries 
support the arts far more than the 
United States, it is not so obvious 
why the former Soviet Union and 
Cuba have succeeded where these 
other countries have not. The rea¬ 
son may be a combination of na¬ 
tional character and tradition. 
Both the Russians and the Cubans 
are passionate peoples. They are 
moved by music and dance vis- 
cerally, and bring an urgency and 
emotionality to both forms when 
they perform. For the Russians, 
ballet tradition has a long lineage 
going back to the days of the 
Czarist Imperial Ballet in St. Pe¬ 
tersburg. All the smallest details of 
interpretation have been handed 
down from the premiere dancers 
to the emerging stars for genera¬ 
tions. Even government-subsi¬ 
dized training survived the Revo¬ 
lution, and the classical traditions 
continued to be preserved under 
the Soviet regime, though innova¬ 
tion in choreography eventually 
suffered greatly under Stalin. 

In Cuba, ballet tradition, 
which came from many outside 
sources, was preserved by the 
sheer power and vision of one 
woman, Alicia Alonso, who for 
fifty years has given her artistic all 
to the company she founded, with 
support from the Castro govern¬ 
ment for forty of those years. ▼

descriptions are vivid, bringing to 
life the scenes and details of Car¬ 
avaggio’s time, depicting the 
wealth and power of the Church, 
and presenting a full picture of 
the man and artist. 

Seward’s biography of Car¬ 
avaggio is well-researched, criti¬ 
cal, insightful, and written in a 
spare but richly detailed prose. At 
times, Seward’s writing is almost 
novelistic, and as such it does not 
fail to entertain as well as inform. 
Seward resists the urge to psycho¬ 
analyze Caravaggio on the basis of 
the paintings alone. This biogra¬ 
phy is an attempt to cast Caravag¬ 
gio in an honest, revealing light — 
to remove the myth and present 
the man. T

In Caravaggio’s lifetime the 
Catholic Church was a very pow¬ 
erful and very political institution, 
and the story of the artist’s deal¬ 
ing with the Church and with his 
patrons makes for interesting 
reading. Of course, Caravaggio 
lived an extremely interesting life, 
and any biographer of the artist 
would be helped by that fact, but 
Seward makes the most of it. His

Caravaggio: A Passionate Life by 
Desmond Seward; William Mor¬ 
row, $25 

H n his 1596 painting St. Francis 
in Ecstasy, the artist Michelan- 
11 gelo da Caravaggio depicts the 
swooning saint in the arms of a 
handsome, young, scantily-clad 
angel. The homoerotic import of 
the image was not lost on Car¬ 
avaggio’s contemporaries, and 
even today some point to paint¬ 
ings like this as evidence of the 
artist’s homosexuality. Derek Jar¬ 
man, for example, had no qualms 
about depicting the gifted painter 
as a homosexual in his lyrical, 
lush 1986 film Caravaggio. 

In his new biography of the 
artist, author Desmond Seward 
calls into question the notion of 
Caravaggio’s homosexuality, and 
attempts to shed light on many of 
the other questions regarding 
Caravaggio’s life. As Seward in¬ 
forms us, Caravaggio’s life was 
filled with intrigue and high 
drama (it’s not surprising that Jar-

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kill her.” But then, Olafsdottir did¬ 
n’t change her name to Olafsson, 
isn’t a Nebraskan, and wasn’t 
hanging out with sociopathic ex- 
cons. 

“The psychological investment 
we had is relating to someone 
who is trying to be something 
other than what people want 
them to be,” says Muska. “Obvi¬ 
ously, we can relate to that, having 
grown up in homophobic areas. 
And we’re not saying that Bran¬ 
don was definitely gay or any¬ 
thing. When you’re not heterosex¬ 
ual, you come up against a lot of 
opposition.” 

Shock value 

What got them hooked to 
begin with was a homophobic ar¬ 
ticle in one of the New York pa¬ 
pers early in 1994. “It was called 
‘Dressed to Kill’ and it had a pic¬ 
ture of Brandon looking like a lit¬ 
tle preppie boy, smiling,” says 
Muska. “The whole thing was 
about the shocking aspect of 
someone, as they put it, cross¬ 
dressing or being deceptive. And 
that’s what caused these murders. 
As opposed to basic intolerance. 
That sparked our interest.” 

“Originally, when all these ar¬ 
ticles in the papers were coming 
out, the whole story was treated 
like a freak show,” says Olafsdot- 
tir. “We thought, This is ridicu¬ 
lous. There has to be more to the 
story. We started from Day One to 
look beyond the surface of what 
was being portrayed in the mass 
media.” 

Seeing past the shock value, 
Muska says, “We wanted the banal 
aspects of it.” Which explains why 
much of the film is given over to 
montages of grainy footage, some¬ 
times shot from the window of a 
car. There’s a jiggling shot of the 
Hinky Dinky, where Donna Lot- 
ter, one of the murderer’s mothers, 
was a clerk. And a blurry close-up 
of the Cornhusker Highway sign, 
near where Brandon’s mother 
lived in a trailer court. 

Closer 

The two Manhattanites arrived 
in Nebraska in March 1994, three 
months after the murder, and 
started interviewing everyone 
close to the case. “We got obsessed 


man wanted to make a movie 
about it). The dramatic light and 
dark contrasts that Caravaggio 
employed so famously in his 
paintings serve, as Seward points 
out, as a useful metaphor for his 
life. For Caravaggio’s career was 
one of contrasts — he moved 
among the circles of the rich and 
the powerful, and also among the 
street people and prostitutes of 
his day. His paintings depicted the 
life of the spiritual, and yet his 
own life was one that often drift¬ 
ed far from the realms of prayer 
and contemplation. 

Seward’s biography is master¬ 
ful because it concisely tells the 
tale of a man whose life was rich, 
eventful and complicated. He of¬ 
fers a portrait of Caravaggio the 
man, using his paintings as the 
source of further insight into the 
mind of the artist. “Although man 
and painter are inseparable,” 
writes Seward of Caravaggio in 
his preface, “too many studies by 
art historians have left important 
questions about him unan¬ 
swered.” Seward does his best to 
shed new light on many of these 
mysteries, and what’s impressive 


by it,” says Muska. “We got into 
the investigative aspect of it. And 
finding people and wanting to get 
more information and being frus¬ 
trated and constantly getting new 
leads. It became something we 
couldn’t stop — something we 
had to finish.” 

They couldn’t even afford to 
leave the scene of the crime, to go 
home to New York and fundraise 
before continuing. “What hap¬ 
pens if you wait, when you’re 
doing a documentary where 
you’re actually using the real peo¬ 
ple is that the more you wait, the 
further away the story goes for 
them,” says Olafsdottir. “And 
frankly, once we got involved, 
there was just no turning back. It 
was something we felt really 
strongly about. We felt it was an 
extremely important film to do.” 

As charismatic as Brandon 
was, her strange magic is not the 
focus of the film. “What was in¬ 
teresting for us was not making 
Brandon into an icon, but looking 
at the question of homophobia or 
transphobia or whatever the pho¬ 
bia was that came out that led to 
Brandon’s death,” says Muska. 
“The hate aspect of it. We didn’t 
want to iconize or glamorize or 
preach or categorize, because that 
kind of lets the general public off 
the hook — once you remove 
someone from a category that 
they can relate to.” 

“I look at us as storytellers,” 
says Olafsdottir, “and we tried to 
tell Brandon’s story as honestly as 
we could with our capabilities.” 
Those capabilities include an abil¬ 
ity to stick with a harrowing nar¬ 
rative while refusing to provide 
comforting answers. And the tal¬ 
ent to spin a 90-minute film out 
of $350,000. 

Their biggest worry was how 
the film would play in Nebraska, 
to the audience that would be see¬ 
ing itself up there on the big 
screen. According to Muska, it was 
a hit: “Some of the girlfriends who 
were in the film, and people who 
were friends of theirs, and people 
who knew Brandon, had gone to 
one of the screenings.

That seems to be the response 
the filmmakers are looking for. 
“You want people to really be 
upset and think,” says Olafsdottir.

about the biography is that Se¬ 
ward is able to do so even though 
the documentation of Caravag¬ 
gio’s life is hard to come by, and 
often unreliable. 


Rumor mills 

Seward’s detective work is par¬ 
ticularly helpful with respect to 
his examination of Caravaggio’s 
sexuality. In the chapter entitled 
“Homosexual or Heterosexual?” 
Seward points out that there is no 
real proof available that the 
painter was homosexual, though 
he does allow that Caravaggio 
may have had an early bisexual 
phase. Citing court records and 
other documents from the time, 
however, he does report that some 
of Caravaggio’s enemies actually 
started rumors about Caravag¬ 
gio’s alleged homosexuality in an 
attempt to tarnish his reputation. 
Thus, Seward concludes, there is 
little evidence to support the the¬ 
ory of Caravaggio’s homosexuali¬ 
ty, and even some to suggest that 
he was intentionally, falsely de¬ 
picted as such. 

Answering to the notion that 
Caravaggio’s paintings depict a ho¬ 
mosexual sensibility, Seward notes 
that these interpretations say more 
about the present than the past. 
While Seward acknowledges that 
many of Caravaggio’s paintings 
contain admiring, even lovingly 
rendered depictions of the young 
male physique, he is careful to note 
that these need to be viewed in the 
context of the times. “In the pre- 
Freudian world of the Baroque,” 
writes Seward, “admiration of 
male beauty did not necessarily

Hypersexual 

David Wojnarowicz’ child¬ 
hood experiences were a night¬ 
mare of abandonment, poverty, 
and abuse, but he chooses not to 
dwell on these experiences. The 
selections in his diaries address 
larger, more universal issues, and 
take the reader through the streets 
of Manhattan and the heady, hy¬ 
persexual years of the ’70s and 
early ’80s. What makes his writing 
stand out is his consciousness, 
and the eloquence with which he 
expresses his own thoughts. The 
following words from Wojnarow¬ 
icz diaries speak eloquently for 
themselves.

1981-1987, years of professional 
successes in which Wojnarowicz 
dedicated himself to his art and 
his writing by concentrating his 
energies on public and published 
works. 

Any adult gay man who has 
lived through the plague years or 
explored his own sexuality in 
public or private — in the United 
States or as a foreigner in other 
countries — will find something 
to relate to in this book. Woj¬ 
narowicz’ writing is exceptional 
for its honesty and clarity of 
thought, and for the eloquence 
and intelligence of his prose. 
Sometimes adopting the stream- 
of-consciousness style of Kerouac, 
Wojnarowicz goes deeper and far¬ 
ther than Kerouac because he 
does not feel the need to hide 
from himself or hide himself from 
others. It is all here: the sex addic¬ 
tion, drugs, the struggles with in¬ 
ternal demons, the striving to 
have his work reach a wide audi¬ 
ence, and the omnipresent sense 
of being an outsider in almost 
every context. But until the end of 
the diaries, Wojnarowicz main¬ 
tains an amazing optimism and 
curiosity about his own life jour¬ 
ney and the journeys of those 
close to him. Only in the last few 
entries of this book, when his 
health is failing, does he descend 
into a negative diatribe against a 
friend who accompanies him on a 
book tour.

Amy Scholder, who compiled 
and edited this current release, 
used only 10 to 15 percent of the 
diaries and journals Wojnarowicz 
left behind. Her editorial choices 
take the reader from the awkward 
notes of a 17-year-old boy on an

H mpeachment!, the longest- 
I running miniseries in the 

history of television (and 
sans the marvelous accents of 
Jewel in the Crown), has finally 
ended. The finale brought a ver¬ 
itable Greek (we wish) chorus of 
fat ladies singing. There was 
Linda Tripp in her first TV in¬ 
terviews (the makeover didn’t 
help, proving one cannot 
turn the sow into silk 
after all, merely 
dress her in it); 

Henry Hyde having 
one last televised 
hissy-fit over Clin¬ 
ton before flounc¬ 
ing back into well- 
deserved ob¬ 
scurity (Is his 
ass really that 
big or is he 
simply wearing the extra-ab¬ 
sorbent Depends he got from 
Strom Thurmond? And has any¬ 
one ever seen him and Barbara 
Bush at the same time? He looks 
eerily like Bar as a drag king); 
and Dianne Feinstein (looking 
more and more like the last days 
of Ida Lupino in some women in 
prison flick) doing a repeat per¬ 
formance of her woman- 
scorned routine. We know 
whom we’d like to censure. 

Anyone looking for a climax 
in this melodrama would have 
had to search out a glory hole in 
the senatorial loo. The one petite 
frisson occurred when Arlen 
Specter voted Scottish — “not 
proved” — being one senator 
who neither wanted to give or 
take it up the political ass. Even 
Clinton’s Rose Garden mea 
culpa was anticlimactic (which is 
unusual for him). 

For those counting the min¬ 
utes till Stephen King’s Storm of 
the Century, the little show of 
horrors that was the Tripp inter¬ 
view on NBC’s Today show 
(reprised in-depth later on 
Dateline) provided chills, if not 
thrills. Tripp maintained her 
title as creepiest woman in 
America, explaining to reporter 
Jamie Gangel (who looked 
panic-stricken that she might 
pick up some fascist cooties) 
that she taped Lewinsky because 
it was her “patriotic duty.” To 
which we say, just because you 
look like Kate Smith doesn’t 
mean you can sing “God Bless 
America!” 

Tripp said, “I did not attempt 
to exploit Monica. I tried to be a 
friend. I tried to be a surrogate 
mom.” (Poor Monica, with 
moms like these, who needs 
Joan Crawford?) Utterly unre¬ 
pentant, Tripp actually seemed 
to believe she argued her case ef¬ 
fectively. See what hanging out 
with the Starr crowd can do to 
one’s reality base? 

We realize the Today crew is 
under some stress now that 
Diane Sawyer and Charlie Gib¬ 
son have surpassed them in the 
ratings after only two weeks, but 
is that any excuse to have Rev. 
Jerry Falwell and Tripp on back- 
to-back? After all, the Springer 
audience is still hungover when 
Today comes on, and the rest of 
us really don’t want to start the 
day getting sucker-punched. 

Like Tripp, Falwell attempted 
to explain his peculiar brand of 
psychosis to a mainstream audi¬ 
ence. Those suffering from scan¬ 
dal fatigue may not be ready for 
Falwell’s latest: Nightmare on 
Sesame Street. Just when Henry 
Hyde had convinced us the only 


threat to our nation’s children 
was Clinton playing fast and 
loose with the truth (and the oc¬ 
casional White House intern), 
Falwell warns us that Tinky 
Winky, one of the Teletubbies on 
PBS’s morning children’s pro¬ 
gram, is gay and sending sub¬ 
liminal messages to our kiddies 
about the homosexual lifestyle. 

If you are over the age of 
four, you may never have seen 
the insipid British import Tele¬ 
tubbies. Geared to a pre-verbal 
audience and with none 
of the elan of the 
Sesame Street crew 
(although we know 
about Bert and Ernie, 
thanks to Falwell), 
the Teletubbies are 
little alien fairies 
(oops!) that 
cavort and 
speak baby 
talk to each 
other and a particularly creepy 
baby-faced sun. Teletubbies are 
bright colors and have antennae; 
Tinky Winky is purple and has a 
triangle-shaped antenna. Oh no! 
Not the color of gay pride! Not 
the symbol of gay pride! Oh in¬ 
sidious subliminal message to 
our nation’s pre-school youth 
(those dastardly queer Brits; 
they’ve never forgiven us for the 
Revolution)! Maybe what Tinky 
Winky needs is a surrogate mom 
— perhaps Falwell could have 
Tripp get to the bottom (no pun 
intended) of this scandal. 

Invisible us 

Speaking of scandals, were we 
the only ones to notice that the 
Stonewall Rebellion did not rate 
among the significant events de¬ 
picted in NBC’s miniseries The 
60s or that the word “feminism” 
was never even mentioned? Out- 
tasight — literally. 

Meanwhile, the hyper-visibil¬ 
ity of the WB’s Charmed couple, 
Shannen Dougherty and Holly- 
Marie Combs, has led to tabloid 
talk claiming the two are “lesbian 
lovers.” Last week Dougherty 
told Jay Leno “a funny story” (we 
would say “queer”). Dougherty 
and Combs, who are “best 
friends,” were visiting the Big 
Apple and found themselves the 
guests of a club’s dyke night.

Fire art 

T odays topic is primal, focusing on 
a phenomenon that’s igniting the 
local performance-art scene: the 
emergence of fire spinning as a major 
art form in the Bay Area. Never before 
has Prometheus’ elemental gift to 
human beings been so much in evi¬ 
dence as a medium for self expression. 

Fire spinning, or fire dancing, has 
become ubiquitous in San Francisco. 
You’ll see the art practiced on random 
Friday nights in Dolores Park, where 
spontaneous gatherings of spinners 
and drummers occur; at Harvey Milk 
Plaza in the Castro, where on occasion 
whole troupes of fire dancers show up 
unannounced; at raves, where legions 
of tripped-out kids worship the flames 
almost as much as the music; and at big 
carnivalesque sexcapades such as 
“Feast,” the recent spectacle at The 
Power Exchange, where fire dancers 
swayed nearly naked under black 
lights, brushing their painted bodies 
with flames as they swayed to the ac¬ 
companiment of drums, flutes, and 
wild vocals. 

It’s not hard to pin-point the source 
of this fiery trend: each fall at Burning 
Man in the Nevada desert, where the 
phrase “playing with fire” takes on a 
whole new meaning, thousands gather 
to witness and perfect the art of fire 
performance. Here, to an unprecedent¬ 
ed degree, fire art has risen to mind- 
boggling heights as robotic machines 
spew flames across the sky, huge balls of 
fire erupt without warning, processions 
of fire twirlers worm their way across 
the playa to begin a monumental fire 
opera, and towering structures serve as 
pyres for people s imaginations. 

Because the Bay Area is the main 
staging ground for BM, practitioners 
of the fire arts rehearse and test out 
their skills here. We’re guinea pigs, but 
also willing and eager audiences. 

All of which raises Big Questions: 
Is the growing obsession with fire per¬ 
formance a conscious or unconscious 
response to Millennial angst? Does it 
portend something apocalyptic? 

A photographer friend, jaded after 
just two BM experiences, wryly sug¬ 
gests the festival has taken fire art to 
such dazzling extremes, pretty soon, to 
create an effect, an artist will have to 
detonate an atomic bomb. ▼

How glum was 
my glasnost

v" olorous — that’s the word 
for Young Russian Innocents, 
Numbers 1 &2. If these two 
videos weren’t so lifeless, so bereft 
of joy, they might have been 
pornographic. After all, they 
promise to invade their partici¬ 
pants’ sexuality both personally 
and physically. In the two 90- 
minute videos, an interviewer 
leads ten Russian lads through the 
pretense of “auditioning” for a 
porn flick. The boys think if they 
“pass” the interview they’ll be 
making lots more money in het- 
ero porn. But the sorry truth is 
that these inert interviews were all 
the paunchy interviewer wanted; 
he’s satisfied, in his own dull way, 
to dandle their privates about on a 
shoelace, and slip his stubby fin¬ 
gers up their exposed assholes 
while they lie grimacing on their 
backs in that classic asshole ex¬ 
posing knees-drawn-up pose 
made so famous by Bob Mizer’s 
Athletic Model Guild. 

Just like you right now, the 
voyeur in me led me to think there 
were distinct possibilities in the 
video’s set-up. I’d seen enthusiastic 
reviews for the movies, and several 
of my friends cackled over the an¬ 
gelic countenances of the partici¬ 
pants. Young, they are, and certain¬ 
ly Russian. Even, several of them, 
angeJ-fagedrBut enthusiastic? Sexy? 
There’s as much chance of that 
than of the box copy’s drooling 
promises proving true. “Watch 
these Slavic lust-mongers rip their 


duds off, tie rawhide to their balls 
and shake their massive Moscow 
cocks so hard you’ll grab your chair 
to just stop vibrating.” A clear win¬ 
ner in the misleading and overstat¬ 
ed sweepstakes that box-covers 
seem to contest in, this sentence is 
more amusing than anything to be 
seen on the two videos. 

The ten boys — Pjotr, Andreij, 
Sergei, etc. — identify themselves 
as heterosexuals who have neither 
had nor desired homosexual ex¬ 
perience. They’re doing for the 
money, they say. They range in age 
from 18 to 23, and are uniformly 
attractive. Most are sturdy labor¬ 
ers; among the less-developed 
boys are a thin drama student 
whose personality and high-born 
look makes up for lack of body. 
One of the boys has Chris O’Don¬ 
nell’s crisp look. Another rosy- 
cheeked, blue-eyed blonde seems 
a Nordic peasant; he has an en¬ 
dearing smile, and, nearly alone 
among all the boys, enjoys the 
anal stimulation he receives as he 
jacks energetically. He strips as if 
already assured of the affect he’ll 
have, which led me to think he 
was possibly a little less innocent 
than the others. The first kid up 
had assured us this was the first 
time in his life that he’s mastur¬ 
bated, and although that’s incom¬ 
prehensible, he delivers the news 
with such disarming innocence 
that we’re forced to believe him. 

A couple of the boys spring 
boners even before their boxers 
come down, and they all have 
similar cocks — it must be some¬ 
thing in their genes, a national 



characteristic: uncut, somewhat 
stubby, but thickly solid. Okay, the 
last two have tiny meat, but com¬ 
pensate with their good looks. 

Another characteristic they 
share is a gaping at the mouth — 
a lower lip that hangs heavily 
down, the word “duh” gathering 
on its inert edge. But maybe this 
slack-jawed dullness is a result of 
their understandable apprehen¬ 
siveness. Their nonchalance is 
feigned, betrayed by the nervous¬ 
ness in their eyes. 

They look as if they are being 
bawled out by their mother: un¬ 
comfortable, yet knowing it will 
pass. They attain their orgasms 
without evincing any personal in¬ 
volvement; the entire process is 
clinical, documentary. The whole 
set-up brings to mind the scene in 
the movie Fume where the aspiring 
actress finds her ostensible audition 
for an agent was only a pornogra- 
pher’s trap. These guys don’t cry, 
like she did, but Young Innocent 
Russians, transpiring in a barren 
hotel room, listlessly depicting the 
acquiescent but hesitant and non- 
responsive participation of bewil¬ 
dered young men, carries the same 
weight of sorrow. T

f% weet harmonies, pleasant 
pop-rock melodies, and a 
% w mid-Atlantic geographical 
location (North Carolina and 
Virginia) are just a few of the 
things that the bands Far Too 
Jones and Emmet Swimming 
have in common. Picture Postcard 
Walls (Mammoth) and Big Night 
Without You (Epic) by Far Too 
Jones and Emmet Swimming, re¬ 
spectively, are trying to fill in the 
space created, and then left, by 
FJootie and The Blowfish. That 
should be an interesting task, 
considering that FJootie and 
company are back, and trying to 
do the same. 

A sneaky spirituality pervades 
most of the songs on Picture Post¬ 
card Walls, which makes me 
slightly suspicious. It’s there on 
songs such as “Close To You,” “As 
Good As You,” and “Nameless,” 
among others. Here’s the thing, 
Far Too Jones: if you’re Christian 
rockers, just come out and say it. 
If you’re not, try being a little less 
obscure in your lyrics. 

I liked Emmet Swimming’s 
1995 major-label debut disc Wake 
a lot. I especially liked the fact 
that it didn’t sound like every¬ 
thing else I’d heard that year. The 
same can be said emphatically for 
Big Night Without You, the band’s 
third album on Epic. Unlike the 
lyrics to Far Too Jones’ songs, 
Emmet Swimming doesn’t mince 
words, leaving the listener no 
doubt what it is they are singing 
about. Songs about domestic 
abuse (“Fist Like A Glove”), spir¬ 
itual quests (“Guru”), reminis¬ 
cences of reckless youth (“Tom 
Collins”), the futility of keeping 
up with the Joneses (“Stealing 
From The Joneses”), among other 
issues, keep Emmet Swimming’s 
songs from getting stale, and earn 
multiple spins. 



Mudhoney has absolutely 
nothing in common with either 
Emmet Swimming or Far Too 
Jones. In fact, now that the Seattle 
sound has come to mean some¬ 
thing else entirely, Mudhoney 
seems to have very little in com¬ 
mon with most bands making 
music today. Tomorrow Hit Today 
(Reprise) is loud, abrasive, and if 
it resembles anything, it would 
have to be late ’60s psychedelia. 
Songs such as “A Thousand Form 
of Mind” and “Real Low Vibe” 
create nostalgia for a time when 
most of their fans probably 
weren’t even born. However, in 
songs such as “I Have To Laugh” 
and “A Thousand Forms of 
Mind,” a pseudo-fire-and-brim- 
stone spirituality, not too far re¬ 
moved from Far Too Jones, 
emerges. ▼
